Great  Gathering  at  Special 
Meeting  of  Board  of  Trade 
Hears  Report  of  Delegation 
to  Ottawa. 


VICTORIA  TO  BE  PORT 

OF  THE  FIRST  CLASS 


ull  Text  of  Memorable  Docu- 
ment Presented  by  Capt, 
W,  H,  Logan  and  H,  B, 
Thomson,  M,P,P: 


Before  one  of  the  largest  gatherings 
that  has  ever  been  assembled  in  the 
Board  of  Trade  rooms  the  report  of  Mr. 
H.  B.  Thomson,  M.  P.  P.,  and  Captain 
Logan,  the  deputation  which  waited 
upon  the  Dominion  Government  In  re- 
gard to  the  construction  of  a  dxydock 
at  Esquimau  and  the  laying  of  two 
■olid  piers  at  Ogden  Point,  was  submit- 
ted yesterday  afternoon.  The  substance 
Of  the  report  has  already  been  published, 
but  this  did  not  at  all  militate  against 
the,  public  Interest  in  the  matter.  Mem- 
ber! of  every  organization  In  the  city 
were  present,  and  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  services  that  had  been  rendered 
the  city.  In  addition  to  the  questiona 
referred  to,  the  report  dealt  with  ship- 
ping, the  C.  N.  R.  car  ferry  service,  the 
Seymour  Narrows  project,  and  the  ad- 
Yieablllty  of  having  a  harbor  commis- 
sion. The  report  follows: 
Text   of   Beport 

Gentlemen, — On  April  1  we  were  ap- 
pointed as  a  special  delegation  to  at 
•nee  proceed  to  Ottawa  to  lay  before 
the  responsible  Ministers  matters  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  the 
port  of  Victoria,  with  special  reference 
W  the  report  of  the  CamnUUee  on  Har- 
bors and^Mmtt^**t»fcJtorch   31, 


On  our^maT  aVwtA**^  were  at 
once  met^jr^Mto  G.  H.  Barnard,  M.  P. 
for  Victoria;  who  had  already  arranged 
an  Interview  with  the  Honorable  Robert 
Rogers,   Minister  of   Public  Works. 

Breakwater  and  Piers. — We  laid  be- 
fore the  Honorable  Mr.  Rogers  an  Im- 
portant array  of  data  showing  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  port  and  also  the  im- 
mense strides  in  shipping  that  would 
inevitably  result  from  the  completion  of 
the  Panama  Canal,  and  found  him  most 
Interested  in  aW  sympathetic  with  the 
optimistic  views  of  the  Victoria  Board 
of  Trade. 

Question   of    Plarn 

We  then  discussed  with  Mr.  Rogers 
the  idea  of  changing  the  construction 
of  the  breakwater  so  as  to  admit  of  a 
pier  being  built  alongside.  On  going 
into  the  matter  we  found  that  as  the 
contract  had  been  already  let  according 
to  plans  and  specifications  and  the  work 
started,  it  would  have  been  most  unwise 
for  us  to  have  pressed  this  point,  as  it 
would  entail  fresh  specifications  and  a 
new  contract,  thus  very  materially  re- 
tarding the  progress  of  the  work.  Con- 
sequently we  urged  upon  Mr.  Rogers  the 
necessity  of  immediately  starting  two 
piers  of  at  least  one  thousand  feet  In 
length,  and  giving  a  depth  alongside  of 
thirty-five  feet  at  low  water,  having 
double '  decks  for  passengers  and  equip- 
ped with  the  most  modern  arrangements 
for  freight  handling,  etc.  Mr.  Rogers 
then  referred  us  to  Mr.  Lafleur,  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, and  also  requested  us  to  inter- 
view the  other  members  of  the  Cabinet 
relative  to  the  nature  of  our  mission, 
and  to  enlist  their  support  and  endorse- 
ment. 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Barnard, 
your  delegation  met  Mr.  Lafleur  and 
went  thoroughly  into  the  question  of 
harbor  improvements  with  him.  It 
again  became  apparent  that  It  would 
be  Ill-advised  for  us  to  press  the  sug- 
gested change  in  the  plan  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  breakwater,  and  the 
building  of  the  pier  alongside,  and  we 
concentrated  our  efforts  upon  securing 
two  piers  of  1,000  feet  in  length,  which, 
whan  completed,  would  give  4,000  feet 
at  berthing  space  and  a  depth  at  low 
Water  of  thirty-five  fset.  We  found 
Mr.  Lafleur  keenly  interested  in  the  de- 
velopment at  this  port,  and  upon  discus- 
sing the  details  of  the  piers,  we  found 
that  he  was  heartily  In  accord  with  our 
representations  that  the  piers  should 
be  of  the  best  form  of  cdnstructlon, 
equipped  with  good  passenger  facilities 
and  the  latest  Improved  methods  for 
handling  freight  After  several  inter- 
views with  this  gentleman,  your  dele- 
gation left  feeling  that  the  plans  and 
Continued  eat  rage  14.

Neither  Liverpool  nor  South- 
ampton Can  Rival  What 
Esquimalt  Will  Get, 


One  of  the  leading  features  of  the  dis- 
cussion at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  yt-sterday  was  that  contained  in 
the  utterance  of  Captain  Logan  when  he 
said  that  the  drydock  to  be  built  at 
l'><iuimalt,  which  project  has  now  been 
officially  announced  by  the  Government, 
will  be  tli q  largest  in  the  world.  It  will 
measurp.  1,100  feet  long  by  115  feet 
wide,  and  will  rise  thirty-five  feet  above 
thi>  sills.  That  means  that  it  will  be 
greater  than  the  drydock  at  Liverpool, 
or  the  Trafalgar  Dock  at  Southampton, 
both  of  which  are  only  1,000  feet  long. 

As  befitted  the  occasion,  Mr.  J.  J. 
Shallcross,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  welcomed  the  strangers  to  the 
meeting,  and  then  proceeded  to  address 
the  report  submitted  on  the  subject  of 
the  drydock  and  the  piers  by  the  depu- 
tation, which  recently  returned  tri- 
umphantly from  Ottawa.  He  said  the 
Government  had  now  recognised  in  a 
very  emphatic  manner  that  this  port  of 
Victoria  was  of  very  great  significance 
in  the  development  of  the  country;  they 
had  recognized  it  In  a  manner  so  com- 
plete as  to  dwarf  the  Board's  expecta- 
tions,  he  said. 

"By  virtue  of  the  Government's  ac- 
tion," he  proceeded,  "we-  are  going  to 
have  a  port  that  will  be  second  to  none 
In  the  world.  It  will  be  a  gift  to  the 
trade  and  commerce  pf  Canada.  It  will 
be  worked  at  the  bare  cost,  and  there 
will  be  no  interest  on  capital,  It  will 
be  managed  by  a  harbor  commission  re-

■hipping1  Conditions  Change 

"It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
conditions  of  shipping  change  like  the 
conditions  of  every  other  industry. 
Steamer*  today  are  of  such  tremendous 
dimensions  that  they  only  want  a  few 
ports  of  call  to  discharge  their  foods, 
as  against  the  older  vessels,  which  mads 
a  habit  of  calling  at  practisally  all  the 
ports  on  the  route.

Dispute  Over  Beqnest  to  X>ady  BackvUle 

Comes    Into    Court — Mysterious 

Envelop*  Mearu  Of 


LONDON,  April  39. — Interest  has  been 
revived  in  the  disposal  of  the  estate  of 
the  late  Sir  John  Murray  Scot  I  to  Lady 
Hackvllle  by  a  suit  over  the  probate 
and  the  adverse  decision  of  the  High 
Court    of   Justice. 

When  Sir  John  died  his  will  left 
his  estate,  amounting  to  $5,000,000.  and 
his  splendid  art  collection  to  Lady 
Hackvllle.  Shortly  after  his  death  a 
reward  of  $60,000  was  offered  for  the 
production  of  an  alleged  rodicll  to  the 
will  in  which  the  bulk  of  the  estate 
was  bequeathed  to  Sir  John's  next  of 
kin,  and  Lady  Sackville's  bequest  was 
reduced  to  the  income  of  a  legacy  of 
1150,000.  The  reward'  was  offered  by 
D.    M.    Scott,    a    brother    of    Sir    John. 

At  yesterday's  hearing  Jesse  Short,  a 
former  valet  of  Sir  John,  was  exam- 
ined. He  told  of  a  mysterious  envelope 
which  his  employer_aJways  carried  with 
him  when  he  was  traveling  abroad  and 
kept  locked  up  while  he  was  at  home. 
Short  said  he  understood  that  this  en- 
velope contained  the  codicil  referred  to. 
He  mentioned  an  automobile  trip  which 
Sir  John  and  Lady  Sackvllle  took  in 
January,  1912,  prior  to  which  the  en- 
velope disappeared.  It  is  thought  to 
(have  been  found  by  one  of  Sir  John's 
relatives  .after  his   death. 

The  judge  ordered  the  evidence  placed 
on  record,  but  did  not  proceed  with  the 
hearing   of   the  case.

Sir   Arthur,  Oonan   Boyle   Predicts   That

Delay  Woman  Suffrage 


LONDON,  April  29.— Sir  Arthur 
Conan  Doyle  fiercely  denounced  the 
suffragette  militants  at  a  meeting  at 
Wells   yesterday. 

"It  is  necessary,"  he  said,  "to  differ- 
entiate between  honert  constitutional 
suffragettes  and  these  female  hooli- 
gans and  the  even  more  contemptible 
ilass  of  people  who  find  them  the 
means  to  carry  out  their  malicious 
monkey  tricks.  It  would  seem  that  the 
only  thing  left  for  the  militants  to  do 
iu  the  way  of  meannesw  Is  to  blow  up 
a   blind    man   and    his   dog. 

"They  Imagine  that  In  a  proud  old 
nation  like  ours  they  can  move  men 
by  an  appeal  to  their  fears  to  do 
something  which  their  knowledge  tolls 
them  Is  not  right.  We  can  proudly 
boast  that  our  country  has  some  of 
the  beet  women  in  the  world.  He 
would  not  be  an  honest  man,  however, 
who  did  not  admit  that  we  have  also 
some  of  the  worst,  who  have  let  down 
the  fair  name  and  dignity  of  our  Eng- 
lish womanhood.  Probably  if  we  had 
women  Judges  and  Jurists  we  should 
not  see  the  weakness  that  now  ap- 
pears." 

Sir  Arthur,  whose  speech  was  punc- 
tuated by  applause,  prophesied  that 
the  vote  will  not  now  come  to  women 
for   a   generation.

— Another  opera- 
tion was  performed  this  morning  on  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught,  wife  of  the 
Governor-General  of  Canada.  The  sur- 
geons In  attendance  report  that  it  was 
successful. 

The  bulletin  issued  from  ClarencO 
House  tonight  was  as  follows:  "Consid- 
ering the  gravity  of  the  operation  re- 
cently undergone  by  Her  Royal  Highness 
the  Duchess  of  Connaught,  her  condi- 
tion Is  so  far  satisfactory,  the  pulse  be- 
ing 88  and  the  temperature  normal." 

Soon  after  the  operation  the  Duke 
went  to  Buckingham  Palace  to  report 
the  royal  patient's  progress  to  the  King, 
and  almost  immediately  returned.  About 
4  o'clock  His.  Majesty  drove  to  Clarence 
House,  and  remained  there  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour. 

Tomorrow  is  the  Duke  of  Connaught's 
birthday,  and,  as  he  is  colonel  of  the 
Grenadier  Guards,  it  has  long  been  the 
custom  for  the  band  of  that  regiment  to« 
serenade  ths  puke  at  breakfast  on  that 
day.

King  Nicholas  Declines  to 
Evacuate  Scutari  at  Aus- 
tria's Behest — Mystery  as  to 
Fssad  Pasha's  'Movements, 


LONDON,  AprP.  28.— Up  to  a  late 
hour  tonlg-ht  the  British  Foreign  Of- 
fices had  no  news  that  Austria  actually 
was  talking  separate  action  against 
Montenegro.  It  is  understood  that  Aus- 
tria is  awaiting  the  result  of  tho  am- 
bassadorial conference  on  May  3,  and 
employing  the  interval  in  an  endeavor 
to  Induce  Italy  to  join  her  in  military 
action. 

"The  meetings  of  the  ambassadors  In 
London  have  shown  almost  conclusive- 
ly that  the  majority  of  the  Powers  are 
not  prepared  to  adopt  warlike  measures 
against  Montenegro.  It  Is  thus  practl- 
\  cally  certain  that  within  a  few  days, 
whether  Italy  consents  or  not.  Austria 
will  dispatch  an  ultimatum  to  Cettinje 
demanding  the  Immediate  exacuatlon  of 
Scu  tarl. 

Not  another  word  of  Essad  Pasha's 
doings  in  Albania  has  been  received. 
Ishmael  Kemai  Bey,  head  of  tho  pro- 
visional Albanian  Government,  has  ar- 
rived In  London  to  enlist  British  sup- 
port. He  and  other  Albanians  do  not 
regard  Essad  Pasha's  coup  very  seri- 
ously, hut  the  opinion  seems  to  bo 
growing  among  diplomats  here  that  an 
administration    under    Based    Pasha    in 

Albania  might  not  be  such  an  impos- 
sible  solution    of   a    difficult  problem. 

It  is  considered  that  Essad  Pasha  as 
an  influential  Albanian  with  a  strong 
following  and  the  prestige  of  a  gallant 
defense  of  Soutarl  might  be  more  ac- 
ceptable to  Albanians  than  a  foretgti 
prince  and  that  If  allowed  to  retain 
his  self-chosen  post,  he  might  be  in- 
clined to  make  territorial  concessions 
which  would  compensate  Montenegro 
for  the  loss  of  Scutari  and  satisfy 
Europee.n  claims. 

King  Xloholas  BttU  Defiant 

A  Vienna  dispatch  to  The  Dally  Tele* 
graph  says  the  Austrian  Minister  at 
Cettinje  visited  King  Nicholas  on  Mon- 
day night  and  demanded  the  Immediate 
und  unconditional  evacuation  of  Sou- 
tarl. 

The  King  replied  that  he  would  not 
surrender  the  town. 

The  Austrian  Government,  according 
to  the  same  dispatch,  U  now  engaged 
In  drafting  a  manifesto  to  the  r«jwei«. 
explaining  its  policy  and  alms  with  re- 
gard to  Balkan  affairs. 

A  Vienna  dispatch  to  The  Dally  Mall 
says  that  the  Austrian  military  au- 
thorities have  taken  posseaslon  of  tho 
railways  running  to  the  south,  but  that 
no  movement  of  Austrian  troops  across 
the  Montenegrin  frontier  hss  occurred 
as  yst 

Turoo-Alhesdaa  Visa 

The  Vienna  correspondent  glvas  de- 
tails of  a  plot  according  to  wtbeh  the 
Turco-Albanlan  commission  at  Con- 
stantinople appealed  to  Sawed  Pasha 
and  King  Nicholas  to  save  Albania  for 
the  Koran  by  overturning  ths  pro- 
visional government  at  Avalona.  This 
was  described  as  an  instrument  set  up 
in  the  interests  of  tho  great  Powers. 
The  commission  also  summoned  DJavld 
to  assist  'Essad  Pasha.  Ths  latter  con- 
cluded a  contract  with  Crown  Prlnoe 
Danllo  which  afterwards  was  algnsd 
by  King  Nicholas.  This  compact  pro- 
vided for  the  Sultan's  sovereignty  over 
Albania  Stats,  which  was  to  Join  ths 
Balkan  League,  while  Son  tarl  and  San 
[Giovanni  dl  Medua  were  to  belong  to 
Montenegro.  Russia  is  understood  to 
have  sanctioned  tho.  scheme. 

The  oommlttee  dslgnated  Prlnoe  Ab- 
dul Meshtd  for  the  Albanian  throne, 
with  Kasad  Pasha  as  Vioeroy,  but  the 
lattSr  proclaimed  himself  King.  It  is 
rumored  that  Essod  pasha  has  over- 
thrown  the  provisional  government. 


The  conference  Of  the  ambassadors  of 
the  Powsr**ln  reference  to  the  Monte- 
negrin ocupation  of  Scutari,  whlh  wig 
held  here  yesterday,  was  the  longest 
that  has  yst  been  held.

Proposed  New  Bill

alien    is    a    citizen    or    subject." 

3.  Corporations  composed  of  nltens 
other  than  ;  :os.:  who  arc  eligible  to 
citizenship  may  acquire  and  hold  land 
only  according  to  the  term?  of  existing 
treaties. 

4.  Present  holdings  of  aliens.  re- 
gardless of  their  rights  to  citisenshlp, 
are    protected. 

B.  The  state  specifically  reserves  Its 
sovereign  right  to  enact  any  and  all 
laws  relating  to  the  acquisition  or 
holding   of   real    properly   by   aliens.

Under  his  construction  of  the  treaty, 
no  land  can  be  pwned  or  leased  by  a 
Japanesi  for  asrlecAiral  purposes,  ex- 
cop!  that  which  Is  already  owned,  or 
for  any  other  purposes  except  those  set 
forth  in  the  agreement  te-iv,  «n  the  na- 
tions.

OTTAWA,  April  29.— Liberal  reports 
that  the  Government  proposes  to  return 
the  Niobo  and  the  Rainbow  to  the  Brit- 
ish Admiralty  are  entirely  incorrect.  A 
feature  of  the  situation  which  the  ut- 
terers  of  rumors  to  this  effect  seem  to 
have  overlooked  is  that  Canada  owns 
the  Xlobo  and  the  Rainbow,  and  could 
not  return  these  vessels  unless  the  Ad- 
miralty consented  to  buy  them  back. 
As  the  Admiralty  is  scrapping  sister 
ships- of  th?  Rainbow,  and  is  laying  up 
sisters  of  the  NMobe,  it  Is  not  likely  that 
it  will  pay  very  much  monoy  for  the 
privilege  of  reselling  one  and  anchoring 
another    in    its    museum. 

The  story  is  built  up  out  of  the  fact 
that  the  Naval  Service  Department  had 
decided  to  allow  such  of  the  Canadian 
recruits  as  choose  to  leave  the  service 
to  take  their  discharge  without  forfeit- 
ing the  sum  of  money  usually  exacted. 
Much  is  to  be  said  for  this  course,  as 
Instruction  projxj^  at  a  standstill,  the

Two  Laurier  Errors 
Two  legacies  from  the  Laurier  regime 
aggravate  the  situation.  One  Is  the 
failure  to  build  naval  barracks  at  Hali- 
fax. Admiral  Kingsmill  warned  the 
Laurier  Government  that  when  recruits 
had  been  two  years  on  the  Nlobe,  they 
would  need  more  advanced  instruction, 
which  should  be  given  to  them  in  bar- 
racks. This  was  neglected,  and  the 
whole  scheme  now  Is  In  confusion. 

Another  error  was  made  In  the  term 
of  service.  In  the  British  navy  this 
was  twelve  years.  The  Laurier  naval 
bill  made  it  seven  years.  As  it  takes 
six  or  seven  years  to  train  men  to  be 
good  seamen  gunners,  this  was  an  in- 
genious arrangement  to  get  rid  of  men 
who  would  be  trained,  as  well  as  to 
cause  Canadian  ships  to  be  manned  on 
a  different  principle  from  those  of  the 
Royal    navy.

Recently  the  hospital  authorities  sub- 
mitted to  the  city  a  list  or  names  of 
Indigent  patients  treated*  l»r.  Hall,  in 
if  porting  to  the  committee  upon  th  s 
list  states  that  there  is  not  a  name  on 
the  list  for  whicn  the  City  Is  liable  but 
there  are  four  who,  while  irregularly 
admitted  according  to  the  regulations 
as  agreed  to  by  the  hospital  and  board 
and  city,  might.

TIME  IS  RIPE  FOR 


Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Mr,  W,  E,  Scott,  Predicts 
Wonderful  Future  for  Fruit 
Growers, 


Mr.  W.  E.  Scott,  deputy  minister  of 
agriculture,  who  with  Mr.  R.  Robert- 
son and  Mr.  F.  A.  Stirling,  of  the  C. 
P.  R.,  has  recently  been  addressing 
meetings  of  fruitgrowers  from  one  end 
of  the  Okariagan  Valley  to  the  other, 
spoke  yesterday  with  the  utmost  satis- 
faction the  feeling  that  was  every- 
where apparent  that  the  time  for  co- 
operation and  Its  coping  atone,  a  central 
.soiling  agency,  has  come,  and  expressed 
over  and  over  again  his  confidence  in 
the  great  future  that  lies  before  the 
fruit  industry  of  the  Province  if,  aa 
now  seems  beyond  a  doubt,  those  en- 
paged  In  it  carry  out  what  they  are 
now  planning. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  meetings 
have  'heen  held  at  Salmon  Arm,  Bnder- 
by.  Armstrong!  Vernon,  Kelowna,  Peach- 
land,  Summerland  and  Penttoton  with 
an  average  attendance  of  over  one  hun- 
dred growers,  and  at  each  there  was  a 
unanimous  consensus  of  opinion  that 
one  strong  local  organization  should 
be  established  for  the  handling  of  the 
fruit  of  each  district,  and  that  dele- 
gates from  all  these  local  organiza- 
tions should,  meet  to  establish  a  central 
selling  agency  for  the  produoe  of  the 
whole  Province.  Mr.  Scott  laid  down 
at  each  meeting  very  clearly  the  posi- 
tion of  his  department  and  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  matter.  He  told  his  audi- 
ences that  while  there  was  no  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  dic- 
tate to  the  farmers  on  this  question 
the  course  they  should  pursue,  yet  in 
response  to  many  Inquiries  for  informa- 
tion and  requests  for  speakers  who 
oould  give  it,  the  department  had  se- 
cured the  services  of  Mr.  R.  Robertson 
to  tell  them  all  he  could  about  co-op- 
eration Of  which  he  had  made  a  long 
and  careful  study  for  many  years.  In 
no  way  must  they  look  to  the  Govern- 
ment to  initiate  this  co-operation 
among  them. 

The  Motive  Power. 

The  motive  power  must  come  from 
the  growers  themselves  who  must  form 
the  strong  local  organizations  without 
the  existence  of  which  any  Idea-  of  a 
central  selling  agency  was  out  of  Che 
question.  These  local  bodies,  if  incor- 
porated under  the  Agricultural  Asso- 
ciations Act,  the  Government  stood 
ready  to  assist  as  far  as  the  law  and 
sound  finance  allowed.  But  the  grow- 
ers in  each  locality  must  be  responsible 
for  the  formation  and  maintenance  of 
the  local  organization.  They  must 
overcome  any  difficulties  in  the  way 
that  might  exist  and  see  to  it  that  all 
rivalry  between  different  bodies  was 
eliminated  from  their  midst  and  the  in- 
dividual farmer  bound  by  strict  con- 
tract to  sell  the  whole  of  his  produce 
through  the  one  local  association.  That 
was  the  first  step  on  which  the  whole 
fabric  of  the  central  selling  agency 
must   rest. 

The  next  step  to  bind  all  these  local 
organizations  to  sell  all  the  produce 
they  handled  through  the  one  central 
selling  agency.  This  also  would  be  a 
matter  of  a  strict  and  binding  contract, 
but  if  carried  out  faithfully  and  effici- 
ently would  result  in  the  fruit  of  the 
whole  Provlnoe  being  marketed  by  this 
one  agency  to  the  best  possible  advan- 
tage and  at  the  best  prices  obtainable, 
whether  in  the  Coast  cities.  In  the 
Northwest  Provinoes   or  elsewhere. 

The  Government  will  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  central  exchange  whatever, 
which  will  be  financed  and  managed  by 
the  local  organisations  through  their 
delegates.  Nor  should  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  central  agency  amount  to 
much.  The  cost  of  cold  storage,  col- 
lecting and  grading  stations  will  be 
the  work  for  the  local  organisations 
and  the  work  of  the  central  exchange 
will  be  purely  clerical  linking  up  the 
local  bodies  with  the  agents  at  different 
market  points  and  with  the  consumer. 
After  the  first  month  the  money  on  the, 
first  sales  will  be  coming  in  and  after 
that  the  central  exchange  will  be  self- 
supporting  made  so  by  a  fixed  charge 
on    each    box    of   fruit   sold. 

mesponslbls   for   Prices, 

As  an  instance  of  the  causes  at  work 
which  last  season  were  responsible  for 
the  poor  prices  obtained  by  growers, 
Mr.  Scott  quoted  a  big  Calgary  Jobber 
who  tells  a  tale  of  how  he  was  last 
year  offered  Jonathans  by  one  Okana- 
gan  grocer  at  $1.25  a  box.  He  was 
perfectly  ready  to  pay  this  price  but 
knowing  that  there  were  other  agents 
from  the  Okanagan  in  the  city  decided 
to  see  what  he  could  do  with  them  be- 
fore deciding.  He  asked  each  if  they 
price  quoted  and  in  the  end  got  his 
first  price  quoted  and  in  the  end  got  his 
Jonathans  for  '95  cents  a  box  though 
on  his  own  admission  the  apples  were 
worth  to  him  the  tl.25.  Such  an  In- 
stance of  cut  throat  competition  be- 
tween neighbors  needs  no  comment,  and 
the  eight  different  selling  agencies  In 
the  Okanagan  which  were  in  existence 
last  year  explain  fully  the  poor  prices 
obtained,  apart  from  any  exterior  com- 
petition. 

Mr.  Scott  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of 
the  appearance  of  the  orchards  right 
through  the  Okanagan  valley.  The 
trees  are  apparently  loaded  with  fruit 
■pure,  with  no  traoe  of  Winter  Injury 
end  give  promise  of  a  heavy  erop.  He 
toflieved  this  year  would  see  the  foun- 
dation of  on  a  sure  basis  ef  a  great 
profit  returning  industry  la  the  pro- 
duction of  fruit.  It  w»s  •specially 
satisfactory  to  feel,  he  added, -that  the 
C.  P.  R.  were  ready  to  aid  the  growers 
to  the  utmost  of  their  power.  Sir 
Thorns*  •haufrhneeay  had  written  ex- 
pressly on  thle  point  and  evidently  real- 
ised the  importance  of  the  fruit  raneh- 
<rt'  prooperlty  to  the  Province  and*  t* 
M*  system.

DEATH  OF  MR.  J.  LEVY

Another  pioneer  resident  af  this  city 
has  passed  away  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Jaoob  Levy,  better  known  aa  "Jack" 
Levy,  who  died  yesterday  In  the  Jubi- 
lee Hospital.  He  wee  born  In  Sydney, 
N.  S.  W..  in  1848,  and  arrived  In  Vic- 
toria in  the  early  'seventies. 

In  the  famous  rush  of  1897  he  went 
to  the  Klondike  and  stayed  there  about 
twelve  years.  On  his  return  to  Vic- 
toria he  opened  a  restaurant  In  the  rear 
of  the  Bank  Exchange,  Yates  Street,  for 
a  few  months.  He  then  went  to  Cali- 
fornia, returning  about  two  months  ago 
to  undergo  an  operation  in  the  Jubilee 
Hospital,  Complications  set  In.  from 
which    he    never    recovered. 

Mr.  Levy  was  well  known  In  the 
State  of  Washington,  having  been 
steward  in  the  Arlington  Hotel  in  Se- 
attle for  some  years.  •  He  was  one  of 
the  passengers  on  the  steamer  Charmer 
at  the  time  of  her  collision  with  the 
Umatilla.  The  man  to  whom  he  was 
talking  at  the  time  was  instantly 
killed,  and  Mr.  Levy's  watoh  was  torn 
from  his  pocket  in  the  shock  of  the 
collision  and  afterwards  found  in  the 
hold  of  the  ship,  while  he  himself  re- 
ceived injuries,  from  the  effect  of 
which  he  never  fully  recovered. 

Mr.  Levy  is  survived  by  thre« 
brothers,  Messrs.  PI.  JC.  Levy,  S.  L. 
Levy  and  "Joe"  Levy,  the  latter  of  Dun- 
can, while  a  sister,  Mrs.  p.  Levy,  resides 
In    this    city.      He    was    unmarried. 


Real  Estate  Exchange  Hold's 
a  Successful  Luncheon  in 
Connaught  Hall  —  Mr,  E, 
McGaffey  Also  Guest, 


The  Real  Estate  Exchange  of  Vic- 
toria held  a  most  successful  luncheon 
yesterday  in  the  Connaught  Hall,  there 
being  a  large  attendance  to  hear  the 
Mayor  of\  Duncan,  Mr.  Kenneth  Dun- 
can, and  Mr.  E.  McGaffey,  secretary  of 
the  Vancouver  Island  Development 
League.  Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs,  presi- 
dent of  the  exchange,  presided, 

Mr.  McGaffey  was  the  first  speaker. 
He  dealt  with  the  amount  of  publicity 
which  his  organljiation  was  responsible 
for  in  connection  with  Duncan,  and 
compared  that  favorably  with  the  pub- 
licity given  to  other  points  on  the 
Island.  He  regarded  Duncan  as  a  place 
with  a  very  considerable  future,  and 
that  future  was  not  only  to  be  re-, 
garded  by  the  residents  of  the  place 
but  by  the  people  of  Victoria  as  well, 
because  he  believed  that  what  would 
prove,  of  benefit  to  the  one  mutt  in- 
evitably  benefit    the  other   also.

The  anti-Japanese  legislation 
posed  In  California  is  proving  a  very 
liurd  nut  to  crack.

and  his  effort  was  doubtless  dictated 
more  by  the  desire  of  shewing  Japan 
that  the  Federal  administration  is 
anxious  to  prevent  any  friction  than  by 
any  hope  that  he  could  persuade  the 
California  Legislature  to  'change  their 
contemplated  course  of  action. 


A  New  York  dispatch  of  the  26th  Inst, 
says: 

Morning  papers  here  today  print  a 
story  saying  that  financial  interests  in 
New  Voi-:<  today  learned  that  negotia- 
tions ate  in  progress  by  which  the  Re- 
public or  Mexico  plans  to  cede  to  the 
rjnited  Stated,   Lower  Caltfontfe  and  all 

of  the  I.  portion  of  Mexico  lying  ■  north 
of  the  twenty-sixth  parallel  of  north 
la  i  i  unle  and  between  the  ninety-eighth 
and  one  hundred  and  sixteenth  parallel 
of  west  longitude  In  consideration  of 
$30,000,000. 

This  vast  deal,  involving  approxi- 
mately 250,000  square  miles  of  territory 
and  some'  4,000,000  population,  is  r, - 
ported  to  be  under  the  direction  of 
Speyer  &  Co.,  bankers,  of  New  York 
City/ who  for  a  long  time  have  had  ex- 
tensive interests  in  Mexico  and  which 
firm  previously  has  financed  a  number 
of  important  matters  pertaining  to  that 
country.

If  Ulster  continues  Its  hostility  to 
Home  Rule  it  has  been  proposed  by  an 
ardent  Nationalist  that  all  the  products 
of  Belfast  Shall  be  boycotted  by  the 
rest  of  Ireland;  and  he  suggests  that 
the  Irish  societies  in:.Amerlea  shall  also 
join  in  a  boycott  so  far  as  Belfast 
linen  Is  concerned.  There  are  over 
40,000  persons  employed  in  Belfast  In 
linen  manufacture  alone,  and  such  a 
boycott,  If  It  could  be,  carried  out, 
might   prove  a   very   serious   matter. 


Let  us  present  a  brief  statement  of 
what  is  about  to  be  done.  In  addition 
to  the  breakwater  to  be  constructed 
from  Ogden  Point,  two  great  piers, 
each  300  feet  wide  and  affording  4,000 
feet  of  berthing  space,  with  thirty-five 
feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  will  be  built 
within  the  water  area  protected  by  the 
breakwater  At  Esquimau  a  dryddck, 
larger  then  any  in  existence  anywhee 
in  the  world,  will  be  forthwith  con- 
structed. This  dock  will  be  1,150  feet 
long  and  110  feet  wide  at  the  gate,  and 
will  have  35  feet  of  water  over  the 
sills.  Then'  is  no  ship  afloat  that  can- 
not be  accommodated  in  such  a  dock 
with  room  to  spare.  The  Empress  of 
India,  the  Empress  of  Japan,  tne  Em- 
press of  Russia  and  the  Princess  Char- 
lotte could  all  be  placed  in  this  dock 
at  the  same  time,  and  there  would  be 
space  for  several  smaller  vessels.  This 
will  give  some  Idea  of  the  magnitude  of 
that  great  work.  Those  two  factors, 
the  great  piers  in  deep  water  and  the 
great  docks,  combine  to  form  a  basis 
upon  which  not  only  a  great  commercial 
future,  but  a  great  industrial  future 
can  safely  be  predicted.  And  let  It  not 
be.  forgotten  that  these  works  are  no 
longer  In  the  realms  of  uncertainty,  but 
Will  become  realities  as  rapidly  as  the 
work  necessary  for  their  creation  can 
be  performed.

Little  children  and  their  moth- 
ers and  friends  who  meet  for  a  picnic 
In  the  open  air  all  prefer  the  shelter 
of  trees  to  a  bare  field.  The  lads  of 
the  neighborhood  will  need  a  clear  space 
for  games  and  the  girls  should  have  a 
share  of  the  ground  for  croquet  or 
tennis  or  both.  But  it  Is  to  be  hoped 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  provide 
these  without  uprooting  many  of  the 
trees  which  Major  Dupont  has  planted 
during  his  long  residence  at  Stadacona. 
Is  there  any  need  that  this  little  pleas- 
ure ground  should  be  uniformly  clear 
and   level? 


It  Is  very  evident  that  children  of 
all  sizes  and  ages  cannot  be  left  to 
their  own  devices  in  the  parks.  They 
need  direction  and  supervision.  While 
•-hen-  should  be  a.-:  little  interference  as

'lays  and  afternoons,  there  la  still  more 
need  of  tactful  and  competent  leader- 
ship. Parents  who  allow  their  children 
to  go  to  play  at  the  park  oukIU  not 
to  have  any  auxit  ty  either  as  to  their 
behavior  or  their  welfare. 
v  Vet,  while  Supervision  Is  necessary, 
much  good  would  be  done  if  the  moth- 
ers, aunts  or  older  sisters  of  the  little 
people  would  accompany  from  time  to 
time.  They  would  certainly  profit  them- 
selves by  seeing  the  merriment  of  the 
children  and  by  the  afternoons  spent  in 
the  open  air.  They  would  do  the  chil- 
dren good  because  of  their  interest  and 
sympathy  and  the  teacher  would  be 
glad  of « some  sign  of  appreciation  on 
the  part  of  these  elders. 

The  big  park  at  the  Gorge  will,  on 
holidays,  be  patronized,  but  children 
should  be  taught  that  amusements 
which  cost  money  should  be  enjoyed 
only  at  rare  Intervals  and  that  every- 
one ought  to  learn  to  find  amusement 
in  simple   ways.

The 
tnayor'a  Idea  is  set  forth  in  his  com- 
munication as  follows: 

"I.  That  no  iponey.be  spent  for  pre- 
liminary surveys,  plans  or  estimates, 
unless  the  Council  first  approve  of  the 
proposed.  Improvement.  If  a  work  of 
local  Improvement,  unless  the  Council 
lias  proof,  by  petition  or  otherwise, 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  those  inter- 
ested ensures  the  carrying  through  of 
the  improvement,  or  unless  they  guar- 
antee the  cost  of  the  preliminary  Pur- 
veys and  estimates,  so  that,  in  the  event 
of  their  later  turning  down  the  im- 
provement, the  cost  will  pot  fall  upon 
the  general'  revenue. 

"IX.  That  no  exxpenditure  on  work 
be  inaugurated  by  any  department  un- 
til: (1)  A  report  of  Ihe  work  and  cost 
of  the  work  has  been  .adopted  by  the 
Council.  (2)  The  expenditure  has  been 
approved  by  the  finance  committee.   (3) 


THE  comptroller  Has; — by  hla — official- 
stamp  and  signature,  vouched  for  the 
money  being  available. 

"III.  That,  in  the  case  of  local  im- 
provement  by-laws,  no  by-laywa  ahall 
be  passed  by  the  Council  until:  (1)  A 
resolution  for  introduction  be*  signed 
by  the  city  engineer  and  city  solicitor, 
as  vouching  for  its  technical  correctness. 
(2)  A  by-law  to  be  signed  on  the  face 
of  the  by-law  by  the  solicitor,  as  vouch- 
ing for  Its  legal  correctness,  by  the  en- 
gineer for  its  technical  correctness  and 
by  the  comptroller  for  the  correctness 
of' the  figures  due   to  financing.

Important  Session  of  Local 
Organization  at  the  Alexan- 
dra Club — Text  of  Resolu- 
tion to  Be  Submitted, 


The  following  Is  the  text  of  the  prin- 
cipal resolution  to  be  dealt  with  this 
cvtning  at  the  Alexandra  Club  on  the 
occasion  of  the  first  public  meeting  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  *  newly-formei 
1'eace  Society   for  Western   Canada: 

"Whereas  there  is  among  all  nations 
a  growing  intelligence  and  conviction 
that  war  between  civilized  nations  is  a 
crime  against  humanity  because  it  in- 
volves the  widespread  destruction  of 
human  life,  plunges  millions  into  social 
misery  and  diverts  to  purposes  of 
wicked  waste  of  vast  resources  of 
wealth— all  the  products  of  labor — that 
could  be  well  spent  in  productive  em- 
ployment and  In  securing  comfort  for 
masses  of  people  to  whom  these  things 
are  denied,  and  whereas  the  vast  and 
increasing  expenditures  In  armaments 
lays  upon  the  people  crushing  burdens 
too  heavy  to  be  borne,  and  constitutes 
a  menace  to  the  very  existence  of  civil- 
ization; 

"And,  wherea3,  it  is  an  open  scandal 
that  the  persons  who  are  mainly  inter- 
ested in  fomenting  the  war  spirit  be- 
tween nations.-  and  .ln_Broaio.tiBjr  .a_fitill 
further  increase  of  armaments  ara 
largely  actuated  by  the  desire  for  com- 
mercial gain,  and  have  become  so 
blinded  by  their  desire  that  they  liave- 
ceased  to  be  conscious  of  the  poignant 
realities   with   which    they    trifle; 

"And,  whereas,  everywhere  the  masses 
of  the  people  upon  whom  the  burder4 
and  losses,  as  well  as  the  worot  sor- 
rows and  sufferings  of  war  fall  mos';!( 
heavily  are  crying  out  against  "war,  and 
the  tremendous  expenditure  in  arma- 
ments, therefore  be  it  resolved  by  this 
meeting  of  citizens  of  Victoria: 
Principle*     and    Objeote. 

1.  "That  we  heartily  endorse  the 
principles  and  objects  of  the  Peace  So- 
ciety   of   "Western   Canada. 

2.  "That  we  affirm  our  faith  in  the 
possibilities  of  making  settlement  of  all 
international  disputes  by  the  peaceable 
means  of  diplomacy  or  arbitration. 

3.  "That  we  a**k  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment at  Ottawa  to  use  its  best  of- 
fices to  bring  about  the  establishment 
of  the  High  Court  of  Arbitral  Justice 
mapped  out  at  the  last  Hague  Confer-^ 
ence. 

4.  "That  we  ask  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment at  Ottawa  to  make  respectful 
appeal  to  His  Majesty's  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment. to  promote  the  study  of  limi- 
tation of  armaments  according  to  the 
vote  passed  at  the  Hague  Conference 
and  also  to  use  its  vast  Influence  in 
support  of  the  world-wide  movement  for 
international   peace.  , 

5.  "And  that  copies  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  sent  to  the  members  of  tli4 
Executive  Government  of  the  Province 
of  Britisli  Columbia  and  also  to  the  lit. 
Hon  R.  Ij.  Borden,  the  Prime  MlrrUter 
and  to  the  Hon.  Charles  J.  Uohert\| 
Minister  of  Justice  at  Ottawa,  and  also 
to  the  Premiers  of  the  Provinces  o^ 
the  Dominion." 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrin  will  occupy  the\ 
chair,  and  during  the  evening,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  several  speakers,  there  will 
bt  a  short  programme  of  music.  The 
following  have  promised  to  be  present 
and  speak:  Mr.  J.  H.  Hawthornthwaite, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster,  Rev.  Dr.  Scott,  Rev. 
J.  G.  Inkster,  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson  and 
Mr.  Noah  Shukespt.-ti.re.  In  addition  a 
resolution  will  be  moved  in  support  of 
Hon.  William  Jennings  Bryan,  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  United  States, 
supporting  him  In  his  efforts  to  estao- 
lish   a  world   peace   movement. 


LEGAL  INTELLIGENCE 


(Before     Hunter,     C.  J.,     B.  C.) 

Croft,  et  al.  vs.  Whiting,  et  al. — In 
J  909,  Messrs.  Croft,  Burns  and  others 
took  options  on  the  coal  and  petroleum 
In  certain  lands  In  Cedar  and  Cran- 
berry districts,  Vancouver  Island.  They 
practically  assigned  their  rights  to  an 
American  company,  the  Northwest  Im- 
provement Company.  No  money  was' 
paid  on  these  options,  but  the  condition 
was  that  six  months  after  their  date, 
the  1st  of  March,  1909,  10  per  cent  of 
the  agreed  purchase  price  had  to  be 
paid,  and  certain  development  work 
done.  The  development  company  were 
•low  about  beginning  the  development 
work,  and  some  of  the  owners  became 
doubtful  that  the  parties  to  whom  the 
options  had  been  given*  intended  carry- 
ing them  out;  No  application  was  made 
to  register  these  option*  for  some  three 
months,  and  in  the  meantime  Mr,  Whit- 
ing acquired  from  three  of  the  owners 
options  for  a  similar  purpose,  and  reg- 
istered them.

Mr.  D.  E.  Mackenzie,  Man- 
ager at  New  Westminster, 
Describes  the  Methods  That 
Are  in  Vogue, 


The  following  information  in  regard 
to  the  market  at  New  Westminster  was 
furnished  by  its  manager,  Mr.  D.  E. 
Mackenzie,  who'  was  in  the"  tity  yes- 
terday in  connection  with  his  pro- 
gramme for  the  agricultural  show,  of 
which   he   is  aecretary. 

Friday  is  the  market  day  which  every 
one  attends,  and  the  ranchers  of  the 
Fraser  Valley  make  a  point  of  corning 
in  whether  they  have  anything  to  sell 
or  not.  Many  como  In  by  the  7:30  train, 
but  more  by  road,  and  as  many  as  300 
horses  are  stabled  In  a  day.  The 
market  opens  at  6:30,  and  the  first 
event  of  the  day  is  the  auctioning  of 
the  livestock.  Kverything  else  is  sold 
from  the  stalls  and  a  considerable 
amount  Is  ordered  beforehand  by  old 
customers.  The  market  has  now  been 
In  existence  for  over  twenty  years,  and 
the  public  have  learned  to  appreciate 
this  opportunity  of  dealing  direct  with 
the  grower  and  of  obtaining  produce 
fresh  from  the  ranch.  The  Fraser  Val- 
ley has  devoted  itself  to  milk  of  lato, 
but  prices  both  for  butter  and  eggs 
rule  about  the  same  as  here  in  Vic- 
Ioijh;  livf  fowls  fetch  23  to  25  p*nts 
per  pound,  and  hens  $7  to  $9  per  dozen. 
The.  local  supply,  however,  does  not 
amount  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  demand, 
and  While  this  is  the  case  there  is,  as 
Mr.  MaoKenzle  stages,  room  for  all  the 
farmers  can  produce.  The  tramway 
company  makes  special  rates  for  both 
passengers  on  market  days  and  their 
packages. 

All  perishable  goods  are  sold  on  the 
day  they  are  brought  in,  if  not  in  the 
market,  then  afterwards  to  the  local 
stores.  During  the  rest  of  the  week  the 
farmers  can  send  In  produce  to  the 
manager  of  the  market  and  have  It 
sold  by  him,  a  small  charge  being  made 
as  commission.  The  market  fees  in- 
clude the  use  of  hand  barrows,  which 
meet  the  trains  and  take  all  the  produce 
Into  the  stalls.  The  market  promotes 
both  better  acquaintance  between  grower 
and  consumer,  and  also  between  the 
ranchers,  who  look  forward  to  Friday 
as  a  day  when  they  can  count  on  meet- 
ing their  friends  from  all  over  the 
Fraser  Valloy.  On  May  23  and  24  the 
stores  are  to  be  pevsuaded  to  sell 
nethinR  but  Fraser  Valley  produce,  and 
every  effort  Is  being  made  Ho  show 
how  much  the  district  is  capable  of 
producing  itself.  This  Fraser  Valley 
Day  Is  the  idea  of  the  Progressive  As- 
sociation   of    New    Westminster.

Mrs.  O.  H.  P.  Belmont,  the  wealthy 
suffragist  of  New  York,  is  about  to  go 
to  Budapee-t  to  attend  the  International 
Congress  of  Women,  Before  going  she 
told  some  of  the  reporters  she  entirely 
approved  of  the  militant  campaign  in 
Gi    it    Britain, 

Mrs.  Belmont  Is  a  fashionable  and 
very  wealthy  woman  and  she  has  many 
g(  nerous  impulses.  But  this  does  not 
Or  at  least  Should  not.  entitle  her  to 
misrepresent  lite  women  of  t  h  -s  coun- 
try at  this  great  international  gather- 
ing. The  women  of  t tie  Pacific  coast 
and  of  several  oilier  states  have  ob- 
tained   the    ballot 

Put  not  in  a  single  instancp  has  there 
been  disorder  or  want  of  obedience  to 
thn  laws  of  Hie  land.  The  women  are 
in  earnest.  They  have  exercised  their 
privilege  of  voting  and  have  been  In- 
strumental in  bringing' about  in  some 
rases  legislation  which  they  considered 
of   benefit   to    the   state. 

There  are  critics  who  say  that  such 
nhanges  are  not  really  reforms  and  that 
wonifn  are  as  susceptible  of  yielding 
to  the  Influence  of  machine  polities  ns 
men.  This  hf.s  not  been  proved  and 
few  Who  understand  women  will  believe 
that  they  will  readily  give  Up  their 
convictions    or    their    principles, 

in  N'w  Zealand,  Australia.  Norway. 
I'pnmark  and  Finland,  women  have 
v"ot«8.  In  nil  of  these  places  there  has 
been  no  attempt  to  force  the  men  to 
j  laid,  Their  co-operation  has  been 
sought    and    obtained. 

In  the  eastern  states  there  Is  a  dis- 
position among  women  to  bo  more  spec- 
tacular. Such  actions  whlcti  preceded 
the  militant  movement  in  Great  Britain 
are  In  vogue  at  present.  These  are  fash- 
ions which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  not 
spread  to  Canada.  Canadian  women 
have  no  time  for  such  demonstrations 
as  have  lately  taken  place  in  New  York 
and  Washington. 

<  >n  the  other  hand,  the  -women  of 
this  country  are  studying  the  social 
anil  moral  questions  with  which  legis- 
lators have  to  deal.  JClan.v  of  them  be* 
liove  the  vote  will  help  them  to  bring 
about  the  reforms  they  have  at  heart, 
'Miters  do  not  believe  this  would  be  the 
case.  But  suffragists  and  opponents 
alike  bring  a"  the  Influence  they  pos- 
sess to  bear  on  the  public  and  on  their 
Iriends  and  relatives.  In  Ontario  Mr. 
Helen  MaeMurcby  has  awakened  the 
public  conscience  to  the  evils  of  Infant 
mortality  and  the  present  haphazard 
was    ,,r  dealing  with   "eeble-mittdedneBS. 

This  lady  is  a  type  of  the  real  re- 
former who  Is  far  too  deeply  engaged 
In  her  work  and  In  impressing  It  Upon 
Others  to  waste  time  in  spectacular  agi- 
tation. How  much  more  her  attitude 
will  forward  the  cause  of  votes  for 
women  than  that  of  all  the  militants 
from  Mr.',  Pankhurst  to  Mrs.  Belmont, 
sensible  women,  as  well  as  men,  will 
Judge. 


Pensions  for  VsaehMrS 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Car- 
negie Foundation  for  the  Advancement 
of  Teaching  Is  dplng  good  work,  not 
only  in  the  United  States,  but  In  Can- 
ada. This  foundation  holds  in  trust 
fourteen   millions   of  dollars. 

A  system  of  professors  has  already 
been  inaugurated  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  provide  that  only  the  deserv- 
ing shall  receive  them.  Many  of  the 
universities  of  Canada  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  this  fund  and  many  a  good 
man  is  a  better  teacher  because  he  is 
at  iitiM  relieved  of  anxiety  for  the  fu- 
ture and  from  the  wearing  and  narrow- 
ing Influence  of  the  petty  economies 
that  would  lie  necessary  if  he  were 
obliged  to  save  from  his  salary  in  the 
usual    way. 

Now  the  men  Mr.  Carnegie  has  fn- 
trueted  with  this  task  of  .expending  in 
the  wisest  way  the  large  sum  given 
into  their  care  are  trying  to  see  If  what 
has  been  done  for  the  professors"  can 
be  done  for  the  humbler  men  and  wo- 
men who  are  at  work  in  the  common 
Schools'  These  students  of  human  na- 
ture and  of  the  work  ef  the  world  be- 
lieve that  teachers  put  themselves  into 
their  work  in  a  way  that  few  other 
people  do.  They  give  not  only  effort 
and  time  and  strength,  but  their  affec- 
tions and  their  interest. 

The  report  of  the  Foundation  submits 
"T7THT — E — pension — scheme — for — teaehere 
should  be  centrally  administered  by  the 
state.  Each  teacher  must  contribute 
monthly.  This  contribution,  on  retire- 
ment, will  be  received  back  plus  an  ad- 
ditional sum  from  the  state.  Any  teach- 
er who  retires  before  the  pension  age 
will  get  his  payments  back  with  inter- 
est. 

Women  and  the  Land 

Thai  in  the  opinion  of  those  well 
qualified  to  judge  agriculture  will  fur- 
nish healthful  and  remunerative  em- 
ployment to  women  is  being  shown  in 
many  ways. 

On  Hie  continent  of  Europe  much  of 
t'ne  laborious  work  in  the  fields  is  still 
performed  by  peasant  women.  In  pio- 
neer days  nl  Kastern  Canada  the  daugh- 
ters of  the  farmers  took  their  places 
with  their  brothers  in  the  hay  and 
harvest  fields.  Many  a  girl  was  proud 
to  be  able  to  bind  grain  as  fast  as  any 
of  the  men  at  work   in  the  field. 

in  pie  Middle  West  the  traveler  sees 
in  the  suburbs  of  some  of  the  cities 
troops  of  Calk-Ian  girls  and  women  at 
work  among  the  vege.tables  weeding, 
and  we  read  of  a  few  Knglish  women 
who  have  successfully  undertaken  the 
toilsome   work   of    the   homesteader. 

In  Canada,  women  have  been  accus- 
tomed  to  shun  such  labor.  From  the 
must  fertile  farms  and  orchards  of  On- 
tario thousands  of  women  have  thronged 
to  the  cities  and  work  in  factories, 
stores,  offices  or  in  other  places  of  in- 
dustry whe.e  fresh  air  and  sunshine 
are  luxuries. 

This  is  true  to  a  greater  extent  of 
th.-  United  States.  TCvcry  year  a  large 
proportion  of  the  more  mechanical  work 
of  Hie  cities  is  falling  into  the  hands 
of  women,  and  as  education  advances 
they  are  taking  their  places  in  business 
and    in    the    professional    world. 

Philanthropists  and  social  workers 
tin, I  that  the  presence  of  young  women 
in  such  Ki^at  numbers  in  our  cities' 
gives  rise  to  many  problems  very  dif- 
ficult to  solution.  Not  the  least  of 
is  n,e  difficulty  of  earning  enough 
to   buy    the    necessaries   of   life.

'  1  he  logic  of  the  demand  that  woman 
shall  have  something  to  say  about,  mak- 
ing the  laws  also  calls  for  her  employ- 
ment in  ehfofci&g  the  same,  especially 
as  laws  have  to  do  with  women's  wel- 
fare. States  or  cities  that  have  author- 
ized women  to  administer  laws  In  con- 
nection with  popular  education  have 
led  the  way,  and  with  results  that  no 
critic  can  successfully  challenge.  X'hlla- 
delphia,  under  its  reform  administra- 
tion, Is  doing  many  things  that  lake  It 
out  of  tlie  class  of  conservative  com- 
munities and  that  give  the  lie  to  the 
old  saying  about  Its  corruption  aid  con- 
tentment. One  of  Its  innovations,  mod- 
eled on  the  success  of  the  experiment 
in  bos  Angeles,  has  been  the  enlistment 
of  two  women  on  the  _ polio"  force,  to  do 
for  women,  either  under  arrest  or^in 
peril  of  It,  those  things  which  common 
sense  tells  any  candid  person  can  bet- 
ter be  done  by  a  woman  than  by  a  man. 

"What  Philadelphia  hns  done  other 
Kaatern  cities  will  probably  do  In  due 
time.  Urban  life  in  its  relation  to  wo- 
man's existence  as  a  renter  of  lodg- 
ings, earner  of  her  own  Mvlng,  user  of 
the  streets  and  frequenter  of  places  of 
recreation,  la  forcing  new  Ideas  of  polic- 
ing.

need  for  better  homos  for  the  poor,  and 
everywhere  communities  are  being 
stirred  to  action.  The  old  policy  of 
lalssez  fairs,  l«  not  now  tolerated  In 
any  citv  or  country  which  makes  any 
pretension    to    be  call'ed    progressive. 

A  bill  1ms  been  Introduced  Into  the 
British  House  of  Commons  to  provide 
cottages  for  the  rural  population  at 
rents  within  the  reach  of  those  for 
whom    they   would   be   built. 

Kaeh  cottage  Is  to  be  built  on  an 
eighth  of  an  acre  of  land  and  to  con- 
tain room  for  a  family  of  five.  The  plan 
is    thus   outlined: 

"Two  methods  of  supplying  the  cot- 
tages are  dealt  with — (1)  for  owners 
of  land,  and  (2)  for  local  authorities. 
Money  is  to  be  lent  for  the  purpose  by 
the  State  both  to  owners  of  land  and 
to  district  councils,  repayable  In  «8\s 
years,  I"  return  for  the  loan  the  owner 
Is  to  provide  the  land  free,  and  the  rent 
chargeable  is  not  to  exceed.  2s.  a  week. 
rn  the  case  of  th*  district  council  con- 
ducting the  building  the  higher  rent  of 
Is.  6d.  a  week  will  be  charged,  conse- 
quent on  the  purchase  of  the  land  and 
other  charges.  Neither  owners  nor  lo- 
cal authorities  may  make  any  profits 
out  of  the  tenants.  No  charge  Is  to 
fall  on  the  rates  where  owners  of  land 
are    induced    to    build." 

In  the  city  of  Halifax  an  election  Is 
pending  for  the  Board  of  Control  and 
the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Armitage  has 
sent  the  following  letter  to  the  candi- 
dates: 

"The  problem  of  the  housing  of  the 
working  classes  Is  becoming  more  acute 
all  the  time,  and  I  find  there  Is  a  con- 
stant increase  In  the  cost  of  rent.  Just 
now  many  people  are  at  their  wits'  end 
to  rind  a  roof  to  cover  them.  In  mjr 
Judgement  this  1s  the  time  to  bring  for- 
ward again  the  plsn  proposed  for  the 
erection  of  model  dwellings.

land   and   buildings  for  -security."

NEED  OF  SOME  REFORM 

IN  GAME  OF  CRICKET 

An  old  cricketer,  writing  for  The 
London  Daily  Mall,  says  it  is  high  time 
something  was  done  to  brighten  up 
cricket  and  render  It  more  attractive 
to  the  public.  He  continues:  "For 
many  years  the  'powers  that  be*  have 
looked  askance  at  any  attempt  to 
tamper  with  cricket  as  It  has  always 
been  played.  Their  attitude  towards 
the  spectators  has  been  one^hf  insolent 
Indifference. 

"There  Is  nothing  wrong  with  cricket 
if  it  Is  played  in  the  proper  spirit  Tho 
trouble  Is  that  It  is  not  played  In  this 
spirit,  and  the  players  are  to  blame.  It 
)«  all  too  often  a  lounging,  listless  sort 
of  exhibition,  and  the  pMyers  give  one 
the  impression  of  being  already  tired  as 
they  *4falk  down  the  pavilion  steps  to 
the  ground.

Possibly  tho  Idea 
of  startlne;  tnertofces  on  the  Saturday 
and  Wednesday  Instead  of  Monday  and 
Thursday  am*  lead  to  hotter  results 
from  *  financial  point  of  view;  for  tt 
often  happens  that  on  the  Saturdays 
and  Wednesdays  >the  matches  are  tn 
soon   an    uninteresting   state,   otto   side

PUBLICITY  IS  BIG 

FACTOR  IN  PUGILISM 

W.  B.  (Bat)  Masterson,  writing  for 
the  New  York  Telegram  says:  "The 
fighting  game  nowadays  doesn't  depend 
so  much  on  the  fighter  as  it  does  on  the 
manager.  It  didn't  used  to  be  so.  There 
was  a  time,  and  it's  not  been  so  long 
ago,  either,  when  a  fighter  had  to  make 
good  In  the  ring  before  the  public  paid 
much  attention  to  him.  The  publicity 
Btuff  didn't  count  for  much  then,  but 
how  different  It  is  now. 

"It  doesn't  matter  much  now  whether 
a  fighter  Is  of  any  account  or  not  so 
long  as  he  has  a  manager  who  Is  a 
clever  press  agent  Ninety  per  cent  of 
those  who  attend  boxing  contests  now- 
adays reach  their  conclusions  about  a 
fighter  after  they  read  the  newspapers. 
The  fact  that  they  Baw  the  fighter  In 
action  makes  no  difference  to  them; 
they  don't  seem  to  have  gumption 
enough  to  Judge  for  themselves  about  a 
fighter's  merits.  They  have  to  see  what 
the  newspapers  >ay  before  they  are  able 
to  make  up  their  mind. 

"That  Is  why  the  press  agent  Is  such 
an  essential  factor  in  pugilism  these 
days.  A  fight  manager  who  Is  able  to 
write  his  own  stuff  and  get  It  In  the 
newspapers  about  his  man,  as  Is  often 
the  case,  is  of  greater  benefit  to  a 
Tighter  than  the  fighter  is  to  himself. 
If  tbe  fighter  gets  licked  and  he  has  a 
good  press  agent  for  a  manager,  the  de- 
feat Is  easily  accounted  for.  Not  only 
that,  but  In  many  Instances  of  the  kind 
the  defeat  Is  made  to  appear  like  a  vic- 
tory, and  the  gullible  public  gulp  dowwn 
that  sort  of  stuff  with  as  much  relish 
as  a  hungry  Louisiana  negro  would  a 
mess  of  'possum  and  sweet  'taters." 

"That  is  why  there  are  so  many  poor 
fighters  earning  big  money  nowadays 
In  the  fighting  game.  Fighting  has 
surely  developed  Into  a  money-making 
business,  and  all  on  account  of  the  en- 
terprising mtfnager  who  is  able  to  create 
publicity.  It's  publicity  that  makes  the 
game  go.  If  the  manager  isn't  capable 
of  writing  his  own  stuff,  he  can  hire  It 
done  at  so  much  per.  The  woods  are 
full  of  those  who  will  write  anything 
for  the  price.  But,  as  already  stated.  It 
didn't  use  to  be  that  way,  and  the  pugi- 
listic pendulum  will  perhaps  In  time 
swing  back  to  where  It  once  was  and 
where  It  belongs."

Mr,  Robert  Hetherington  Tells 
of  Conveying  Nine  Thousand 
Dollar  Home  for  Bankers' 
Trust  Co.  Shares, 


Important  evidence  was  laid  "before 
Polloe  Magistrate  Jay  in  the  course  of 
yesterday's  Bankvr.V  Trust  case  proceed- 
ings. Four  witnesses  were  called  by 
Crown  Prosecutor  Robertson,  namely' 
Messrs.  Robert  Hetherington,  Thomas 
Cooper,  (J.-or«e  A.  OKell,  and  Noah 
Shakespeare.  The  former  is  the  party 
on  whose  information  the  charge  of 
•  nnsplracy  is  laid  against  Messrs.  F.  A. 
Cook,  J.  O.  Hearn  and  K,  N.  Connors, 
officials   of  the   corporation   in  question. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Moore,  one  of  the  selling- 
agents  for  the  Negotiators,  Limited,  the 
subsidiary  company  which  had  a  con- 
tract for  the  disposal  of  the  Bankers' 
Trust  stock,  first  interviewed  each  one 
of  those  who  testified.  In  the  case  of 
Mr.  Hetberlngton's  decision  to  apply  for 
the  400  shares  necessary  for  a  director- 
ship, his  negotiations  were  undertaken 
Initially  with  Mr.  Moore  and  later  with 
Mr.  Cook.  Through  the  latter,  he  closed 
a  deal  which  Involved  the  transfer  of  a 
house  on  McKenzie  Street,  then  being 
completed,  which  he  valued  at  between 
$8,500  and  $9,000,  to  Mr.  R.  N.  Conners. 
This    was   put   in   for    810.600   worth   of 


stock,  or  800  shares  at  $86.  The  re- 
maining 100  shares  was  paid  for  by  $600 
In  cash  and  a  two-year  $3,000  note.  The* 
others  who  took  the  box  took  their 
shares  as  a  result  of  the  usual  alleged 
misrepresentations. 

Mr.   Cooper  Is   Called 

A  telephone  message  from  Mr.  Moore, 
informing  him  that  lie  was  wanted  at 
the  Negotiators,  Limited,  on  important 
business  was  the  first  intimation  Mr. 
Cooper  had  of  the  Bankers'  Trust.  He 
called,  and  m«t  Mr.  Moore.  The  latter 
told  him  of  the  company,  referring  to 
the  exceedingly  fine  record  of  ,191a, 
dwelling  on  the  large  profits  derived 
from  the  construction  of  bungalows  in 
Vancouver,  and  stating  that  it  was  the 
intention  to  undertake  the  sania  on  a 
subdivision  situated  near  the  ITplands. 
The  nanvc-a  of  many  influential  Vic- 
torians were  given  as  among  those  who 
were  financially  interested  in  the  con- 
oern's  welfare.  Mr.  Moore  suggested 
that  he  take  shares.  It  was  not  neces- 
sary to  put  up  money.  A  note  would 
do.  The  shares  were  worth  $25.  They 
shortly  would  be  increased  to  $37.50. 
By  the  time  the  note  reached  maturity 
witness  would  be  able  to  turn  over  his 
stock  at  the  latter  figure.  Thus,  Mr. 
Cooper  would  make  a  handsome  profit 
without  actually  advancing  any  cash. 
On  this  basis  he  agreed  to  take  $250 
worth  of  shares. 

It  was  a  Mr.  Westvelt,  whose  Chris- 
tian name  is  not  given,  who  first  saw 
Mr.  <;.-Mrk;»>  Arthur  Okell,  "Wilson  Street, 
and  last  year  a  member  of  the  City 
Council.  On  Mr.  Westvelt's  invitation 
he'  called  at  the  Negotiators,  Limited, 
where  lie  saw  Mr.  Moore,  who  said  that 
the  Bankers'  Trust  had  been  in  business 
two  years;  that  It  was  a  going  concern 
making  large  profits,  and  that  the  head 
office  had  been  transferred  ,from  Van- 
couver to  Victoria.  Kmphasis  was  laid 
on  the  advantage  Victoria  would  derive 
from  the  operations  of  such  an  Institu- 
tion. A.  letter  wats  shown  from  share- 
holders thanking  officials  for  dividends 
— a  10  per  cent  dividend  and  a  bonus. 
Mention  was  made  of  the  Title  Holding 
Company,  which  was  a  subsidiary  organ- 
ization and  handled  the  real  estate.  He 
took  400  shares,  but  not  at  the  one  time. 
His  first  application  was  for  100  shares. 
on  which  he  paid  WHK|  cash.  Later  fete. 
todk  50  shams,  believing  that  it  was 
necessary  to  have  that  number  to  quali- 
fy for  a  place  on  the  advisory  board.  In 
this  instance  he  gave  two  notes  for  $250 
each  in  payment. 

Became   a   Director 

As  a  result  nl"  another  interview  with 
tar.  Moore,  he  took  onl  the  additional 
350  shares  necessary  for  a  place  on  the 
board  of  directors.  It  was  put  to  him 
that  his  services  were  wanted  on  the 
hoard.  He  said  he  could  not  afford  It, 
lie  was  not  a  woaltln  man,  This  was  a 
difficulty,  it  was  explained,  that  cmld 
he  overcome.  Mr.  Moore  told  him  he 
was  not  well  acquainted  i"  Victoria.  He 
proposed  that  witness  submit  a  list  of 
the  names  of  parties  whom  he  thought 
could  afford  to  subscribe,  and  who 
would  be  desirable  shareholders.  If  he 
did  this  he  was  to  get  50  cents  a  share 
Tor  every  share  sold  to  those  he  men- 
tioned. He  agreed  to  it  and  took  the 
additional  block  of  stock.  lie  had  not 
-.•"I  any  commission  in  cash,  but  be- 
lieved he  was  credited  with  s^r.n  of  his 
last  lot  of  shares  as  a  result  of  the 
Understanding.  When        lie        furnished

The 
companv  was  ahout  to  open  for  busl- 
tvess  at  its  new  office,  corner  of  rates 
tin,-;  Langlev  Streets,  In  Vancouver  It 
had  paid  a  T>  per  ctut  semi-annual  divi- 
dend ami  a  10  per  cent  stock  bonus. 
Hon.  James  Ounsroulr  also  was  favor- 
ably Impressed  ,and  would  be  identified 
with  It.  There  was  a  $26,000  deposit 
with  the  Oovernment.  A  Provincial 
charter  had  Men  eecurad  and  it  was  the) 


intention   to  obtain  a  Dominion  charter, 

which  would  cost  $26,000.  Witness 
asked  how  much  would  awing  100  sharev 
and  was  told  10  per  cent.  He,  however, 
was  advised  to  issue  notes  to  the  full 
value  of  the  stock  at  one  and  two  years. 
As  he  was  guaranteed  6  per  cent  semi- 
annually, with  a  10  per  oent  stock 
bonus,  this  would  >>e  the  best  propo- 
sition, because  the  notea  would  draw 
only  7  per  oen'  interest.  lie  agreed  to 
this  and  made  his  application,  issuing 
a  $600  cheque  and  covering  the  remain- 
der with   notes. 

The  Xouse  Seal 

After  the  shareholders'  meeting  of 
January  SO.  he  was  followed  out  of  the 
room  by  Mr.  Moore,  who  said  that  Mr. 
Cook  was  anxious  to  see  him  in  his  of- 
fice. He  was  introduced  to  the  latter, 
accordingly,  who  whs  desirous  that  lie 
take  300  shares  more,  thus  Qualifying 
for  a  place  ory  the  board.  The  advant- 
ages of  the  proposition  were  explained 
again,  but  witness  objected  to  the  ex- 
pense. He  was  told  how  it  might  be 
swung  and  promised  to  consider.  Later, 
Mr.  Moore  telephoned.  He  called  at  the 
Negotiators,  Limited,  offices,  and  was 
asked  what  he  had  in  the  shape  of 
houses.  Mr.  Cook,  it  was  said,  had  a 
party  identified  with  the  company  who 
was  anxious  to  secure  a  home,  and  It 
was  thougftt  a  deal  might  be  arranged. 
Witness  said  that  he  had  a  house  on 
McKenzie  Street  being  -pjJilt.  He  con- 
sidered it  worth  between  $8,500  and 
$9,000.  The  suggestion  waa  made  that, 
if  the  property  proved  what  Mr.  Cook 
and  his  friend  wanted,  it  might  be 
turned  over  for  stock.  Next  day  Messrs. 
Cook  and  Conners  examined  the  house, 
which  was  then  ln  course  of  construc- 
tion.    It  suited  tbeni. 

Following  this,  the  negotiations  took 
place  between  Messrs.  Cook,  Conners 
tthd  HetneMHgtOa  Which  led  Up  to  the 
conveying  of  the  property  to  Mr.  Con- 
ners. Witness  said  he  objected  to  the 
tying  up  of  an  available  $7,000,  as  that 
was  what  it  amounted  to.  In  answer, 
Mr.  Cook  dwelt  on  what  a  good  thing 
he  would  be  missing.  On  February  17 
the  stock  would  advance  to  $87.50  a 
share,  which  would  make  him  at  least 
$1500.  His  credit  in  the  bank  would  be 
good  owing  to  his  place  as  a  director. 
He  would  be  allowed  an  overdraft  when 
he  wanted  money.  It  was  finances  in 
whiih.  the  Bankers'  Trust  Company  was 
dealing,  and  he  would  have  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  his  standing  as  a  large 
shareholder  ln  the  corporation.  Having 
paid  up  his  400  shares,  the  usual  10  per 
cent  stock  bonus  would  be  payable  in 
cash.  This  assurance  was  given  by 
Mr.  Cook.  On  these  representations  he 
concluded  the  deal.  The  house  and  lot, 
with  a  garage  which  was  an  extra,  was 
to  go  In  at  $10,500;  the  $500  was  to  ap- 
ply on  the  unpaid  shares,  and  the  addi- 
tional liability  was  met  by  a  note  for 
$3,000,   maturing  in  three  years. 

Mr.  Hetherington  said  he  conveyed  the 
property  on  February  8,  the  house  be- 
ing completed  on  February  14  or  15. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Conners  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cook,  he  believed,  were  living  there 
now. 

Replying  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Robertson,  who 
is  for  the  Crown,  witness  said  Mr. 
MOore  told  him  Mr.  Cook  controlled 
about  800  shares  in  the  corporation.  He 
asked  Mr.  Cook  himself,  who  said  h" 
held  a  4TJ0  block. 

Witness  attended  the  meeting  on 
March  18,  when  Mr.  Godfrey  Booth's 
resignation    was    received. 

To  Mr.  Higglns  he  said  that  Mr. 
Booth  referred  to  the  Negotiators, 
Limited,  as  a  "bunch  of  swindlers."  He 
did  not  see  Mr.  Marpole,  whom  he  was 
told  was  a  director,  among  those 
present.  He  did  not  thir-k  that  the  cor- 
poration could  carry  on  -for  two  rea- 
sons, namely,  the  circumstances  leading 
to  Mr.  Booth's  resignation  a*\d-  the 
fact  that  there  was  no  money  available. 
His  suspicions  were  roused.  He  put  the 
matter  t ri  his  solicitor's  hands  on  his 
own  initiative.  He  admitted  that  he 
wanted  to  get  back  his  home,  and  that 
he  was  bringing  action  with  that  ln 
view.  He  said  also  that  Mr.  Allen, 
when  asked,  told  him  that  no  Stock 
bonus  would  be  paid  In  cash.  That  was 
not  the  policy  of  any  company. 
Moore  Constant  Visitor 
Mr.  Noah  Shakespeare,  postmaster. 
said  that  Mr.  Moore  called  on  him  at 
least  twenty  times  in  regard  to  Bankers' 
Trust  stock.  He  took  fifty  shares. 
Afterwards  the  same  agent  wanted  him 
to  take  more.  Witness,  however,  would 
not  agree,  claiming  'hat  he  had  pot  the 
money  to  invest.  Finally  he  told  Mr. 
Mooro  that  his  Wife  objected.  Mr. 
Moore  then  volunteered  to  come  to  his 
house  and  convince  Mrs.  Shakespeare, 
lie  called,  and  Mrs.  Shakespeare  was 
favorably  Impressed  "Oh,  ho  was  a 
dandy  taHttr,"  exclaimed  the  post- 
master. This  had  some  Influence  on 
him.  He  still  hesitated  when  Mr. 
Moore  protlUCed  a  document  which 
agreed  to  place,  him  On  the  -advisory 
board  and  which  witness  was  told,  and 
interpreted  as  meaning,  that  he  would 
receive  fifty  cents  on  even-  share  of  the. 
Bankers'  Trust  Company  stock  sold. 
Tills,  lie.  said,  made  a  difference,  and  he 
signed  for  the  additional  fifty  shares. 
Mr.  J.  H.  Baker,  witness  Said,  called 
on  him  frequently.  That  was  his  cus- 
tom, lie  hail  mentioned  that  he  held 
stock  In  the  Bankers'  Trust  and  believ- 
ed It  was  a  good  thing.  "If  vmi  have 
B  little  spare  money  you  could  find  a 
worse  investment,''  be  had  said,  or 
words    to    that    effect. 

Mr.  lligHlns.  reading  the  document 
Mr.  Shakespeare  received  relating  to 
the  50  cents  a  share  concession,  pointed 
out  that  It  Indicated  that  there  was  to 
be  an  advisory  hoard  of  35  members, 
that  50  cents  a  share  on  all  shares  sold 
was  to  he  pooled,  and  that  at  Hie  expira- 
tion, of  a  certain  period  this  was  to  be 
divided   among    the   board's   members. 

Mr.  SShakespeaxe  declared  that  this 
was  not  What  he  understood.  Mr.  Moore 
made  It  quite  clear  that  all  that  was 
wanted  was  his  name  and  influence  on 
the  board  and  thai  it  was  to  be  50  cents 
a  share   to   him.

"There  is  another  aspect  that  I  would 
like  to  refer  to  at  thiB  moment,  and 
that  is  that  the  time  will  come  soomr 
or  later  when  the  public  works,  upon 
whlcii  w-e  mainly  rely  at  present,  will 
l>e  exhausted.  We  must,  realise  tbat 
that  time  is  coming  and  prepare  for  it 
by  establishing  industries  at  this  pi 
which  the  conditions  Indicate  would 
prove  to  be  profitable.  There  are  many 
industries  which  we  cannot  establish 
here  with  any  hope  of  successfully  com- 
peting with  the  cheap  labor  of  other 
parts,  and  therefore  we  must  select 
those  industries  that  are  best  suited  to 
our  conditions,  and  in  which  we  can 
afford  to  pay  the  standard  rate  of 
wages. 

Shipbuilding    Outlook 

H Among  those  Industries  I  know  of 
none  more  likely  to  meet  with  success 
In  Victoria  than  that  of  shipbuilding. 
There  are  some  of  the  greatest  cities 
In  the  world  built  up  entirely  from  ship- 
building. Liverpool  is  one  of  them. 
Antwerp  Is  another.  I  take  it  that  the 
wonderful  prosperity  of  both  of  thoae 
cities  Is  due  entirely  to  the  shipbuild- 
ing industry. 

"We  already  carry  on  ship  repairing, 
but  we  want  to  establish  here  perma- 
nent shipbuilding  yards,  at  which  we 
will  \)P  able  to  build  ships  for  our  coast 
.nnd  foreign  trade.  We,  cannot  do  that 
without  assistance  from  the  Covernment 
because  under  the  Imperial  shipping  act 
we  are  place, 1  In  a  position  that  ren^ 
ders  it.  Impossible  for  us  to  successfully 

compete  witli  the  British  builders.  It 
is  vital  to  Canada  that  we  should  have 
our  Shipbuilding  yards  established  here 
upon   a  permanent    bajsls.

But 
for  his  efforts  at  that.  time,  we  niight 
n'ol  be  discussing  Mils  all-Important 
question    today. •■      1  Applause.) 

The  report  which  is  printed  else- 
where,   was    Ihen   read    by    the   secretary.

He  and  the  captain  took  a 
walk  round  tho  Mint,  but  they  did  not 
feel  able  to  carry  It  orf  also:  but  next 
time    they    niight    accomplish    oven    that. 

"As  far  as  the  piers  are  concerned,'' 
he  said,  discussing  the  report,  "it  is 
impossible  to  state  at  present  what  the 
exact  form  or  design  will  be  adopted. 
A  great  deal  of  sounding  is  being  done, 
and    not   a    little    boring    also,    and    until 


Victoria's   Member  at   Ottawa 
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that  work  is  completed,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  decide  what  style  of  con- 
struction is  best  suited  to  the  peculiar 
conditions.  But  one  thing  la  certain, 
and  that  is  that  the  piers  will  be  solid 
in  every  way  and  thoroughly  up-to-date. 

Add   meserrs    Territory       ' 

"Then,  ln  addition  to  the  ordinary 
dredge  work,  Mr.  Barnard  informed  us 
that  the  Government  had  appropriated  a 
sum  of  money  to  construct  a  retaining 
wall  from  the  Johnson  Street  Bridge 
to  ^onghees  Point,  the  object  of  Which 
is  to  extend  the  lands  of  the  Reserve.  1 
understand  tnat  when  this  plan  Is  car- 
ried out  it  will  mean  something  like 
the  addition  of  twenty-seven  acres  to 
the    Reserve    territory. 

"I  think  the  decision  in  regard  to  the 
drydoek  must  be  most  satisfactory.  We 
took  tip  tho  question  of  shipbuilding 
with  Mr.  Hasien.  and  It  appears  that  it 
is  not  one  to  be  easily  settled.  Through- 
out the  world  there  are  a  great  many 
methods  of  bonusThg  the  Industry,  and 
it  Is  hard  to  decide  upon  the  beet  one 
for  Canada,  but  we  have  his  assurance 
that  the  matter  Is  being  looked  into.  . 
Ton  see.  If  you  bonus  shipping  on  a 
tonnage  basis,  the  shipbuilders  an  the 
lakes  would  have  a  tremendous  advant- 
age over  the  Pacific  Coast,  because  they 
can  build  ship*  of  the  same  tonnage 
as  ours  at  considerably  less  cost,  on 
account  of  their  less  stringent  require- 
ments, and  then  again,  if  you  bonus  on 
the  cost  basis,  the  advantage  would  be 
the   other    way   round. 

"When  down  B^ast  1  noticed  that  every 
small  town  is  using  its  best  efforts  to 
get  industries  established,  and  I  think 
on  an  occasion  like  this  It  is  a  matter 
upon  which  we  should  endeavor  to  do 
something  ourselves.  In  many  towns  in 
the  East  where  great  big  industrial 
concerns  have  sprung  up,  their  begin- 
nings were  extremely  small,  and  it 
should  not  deter  us  In  the  least  that  in 
this  connection  we  have  to  begin  at  the 
beginning  also.  There  Is  a  ,  large  area 
on  the  ftongheca  Reserve  set  aside  by 
the  Provincial  Government  for  Indus 
trial  purposes,  and  by  means  of  it  in- 
dustries can  come  here  and  start  up 
Without  the  heavy  investment  that 
would  be  entailed  In  othVr  places.  I 
would  greatly  like  to  see  a  committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  take  up  this 
question  in  conjunction  with  Its  general 
wont.

dock  should  be  constructed  at  Esqui- 
mau. Its  size  is  estimated"at  1,150  feet 
long  by  115  feet  wide,  and  having  a 
rise  of  35  feet  above  the  sills.

Even  at  Liverpool  their 
drydoek  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
feet,  and  the  Trafalgar  Dock  at  South- 
ampton Is  not  any  longer  than  that,  and 
the  point  I  wish  you  to  notice  is  that 
these  docks  in  Great  Britain  are  con- 
sidered adequate,  so  you  can  under- 
stand what  the  Government  Is  expect- 
ing   of    this    port    in    the    future." 

Mayor  Morley   Speaks 

Mayor  Morley  was  then  called  upon 
by  the  chairman.  He  stated  that 
speaking  on  behalf  of  the  city  he  felt 
that  the  small  part  which  the  Council 
had  had  in  the  matter  had  brought  the 
city  the  best  return  for  its  money.  He 
considered  the  harbor  commission  as  of 
paramount  Importance  now,  and  went 
so  far  es  to  say  that  It"  was  the  drop- 
ping of  that  Idea  from  the  efforts  of 
the  board  that  was  the  means  of  in- 
ducing him  to  resign  several  years  ago. 
He  expressed  the  hope  that  now  It 
would  not  be  lost  sight  of.  And  when 
the  harbor  commission  was  appointed 
he  suggested  that  Captain  Logan 
should  be  made  chairman,  c*  he  re- 
garded him  as  a  man  especially  fitted 
for  such  a  post.  Speaking  of  the  dele-' 
gates  he  said  he  did  not  think  that  the 
board  could  have  chosen  two  better 
men,  and  the  results  fairly  justified 
his   contention.  s 

Alderman  Oleason  added  hts  tribute 
also.  He  was  glad,  he  said,  to  see  so 
many  people  present.  It  was  an  elo- 
quent, testimony  to  the  interest  which 
the  citizens  were  now  taking  In  the 
mat  ter. 

The  report  was  then  unanlmouoly 
adopted.  • 

Colonel  E.  G.  Prior,  vice-president  of 
the  board,  then  moved  a  cordial  Vote 
of  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  depu- 
tation who  had  accomplished  such  ex- 
cellent results  for  the  city,  and  ln  do- 
ing so  he  also  referred  to  the  great  as- 
slstamce  rendered  by  Mr.  O.  H.  Bar- 
nard,   M.   P. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  seconded  the 
resolution.  He  urged  a  greater  meaovre 
of  co-operation  among  the  various  Or- 
ganizations In  the  city,  and  said  that 
if  they  united  their  efforts  and  put 
their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  thejr  would 
accomplish  the  Seymour  Narrows  pro- 
ject ln  a  very  short  time  indeed.

FOR  TRANSFER  NORTH 


Cargo  Carrier  Is  Now  at 
Boat  Harbor  Taking  Coal 
in  Readiness  for  Initial 
Voyage, 


With  the  advent  of  the  Spring  pas- 
senger rush  to  Northern  British  Colum- 
bia ports  the  steamship  companies  are 
finding-  that  the  regular  irassenger 
steamships  are  unable  to  cope  -with 
the  ever-increasing  freight  traffic  and 
In  consequence  of  this  the  Canadian 
l'aeinc  Coast  Service,  in  order  to  leave 
the  regular  steamers  free  to  take  care 
ot  the  tourists  and  passengers  heading 
for  the  North,  have  decided  to  re- 
commlsslon  the  freighter  Princess  Kna 
for    tlie    Skagvuy    run. 

As  in  other  years  the  Princess  Ena 
will  be  operated  exclusively  in  the 
freight  service  between  Victoria,  Van- 
couver and   Sltagway  via  Prince  Rupert. 

Takes    First    Sailing   Friday 

According  to  announcement  made  by 
the  C.  P.  R.  officials  .yesterday  after- 
noon the  Princess  Ena  will  make  her 
Mrst  voyage  to  Skagway  this  season, 
leaving  Vancouver  on  Friday  next  with 
a  full  cargo  of  general  merchandise  for 
Bhlprnent  into  the  Yukon  Interior  via 
Skagway.  Now  that  the  Yukon  country 
is  opening  up  and  Dawson  is  beginning 
to  assume  its  normal  appearance  the 
freight  shipments  to  the  North  begin 
to  show  a  wonderful  increase,  »nd  with- 
in the  next  two  or  three  weeks  heavy 
consignments  of  machinery,  to  be  used 
in  the  development  of  the  rich  north- 
ern territories,  will  begin  to  accumulate 
at  tidewater  for  shipment  to  their  des- 
tinations. Thousand*  of  tons  of  sup- 
plies will  also  be  shipped  to  Skagway 
during  the  approaching  season  for  dis- 
tribution among  the-  various  'mining 
centers  of  Northern  British  Columbia 
and    Alaska.

The  Princess  Ena  was  in  port  yester- 
day with  a  choice  shipment  of  salmon 
from  the  Skeena.  After  discharging 
here  she  left  for  Boat  Harbor  to  tako 
on  board  coal  preparatory  to  shifting  to 
Vancouver  to  commence  loading  for  her 
first    voyage    to    Skagway    tills    year. 

Pending  the  completion  of  repairs  to 
tli-e  damaged  passenger  steamer  Prin- 
cess  Sophia,  the  Princess  May  will  con- 
tinue to  maintain  the  regular  schedule 
of  the  company  to  Skagway.

FOR  COMPULSORY  TILLAGE 


Agitation  to  Be  Actively  Undertaken  In 

Ireland    Against    Prevailing 

Grazing    Byatem 


DUBLIN,  April  29. — "Compulsory  til- 
lage," will  be  one  of  the  questions  in 
the  near  future  in  Ireland.  In  most 
foreign  countries  those  who  are  en- 
trusted with  the  care  of  the  land  are 
compelled  to  till  a  certain  portion  of 
It.  But  in  Ireland,  although  there  have 
been  several  land  acts,  no  such  condition 
of  proprietorship  has  yet  been  intro- 
duced. The  result  is  that  in  every 
locality  large  farmers,  graziers  and 
storekeepers  have  purchased  largo 
tracts  of  land  and  are  keeping  them  us 
grazing  farms  and,  as  a  consequence, 
are  employing  only  one  herd,  where 
twenty  of  thirty  farm  laborers  could  bo 
profitably  employed.  This  is  nothing 
more  or  less  than  perpetuating  grazler- 
dom  In  its  worst  form,  and  those  who 
lire  by  the  land,  as  well  as  those  who 
have  no  direct  Interest  in  It.  are  going 
to  set  steadily  to  work  to  alter  this  state 
of  things  directly  Home  Rule  is  given 
to  Ireland. 

Says  James  Haverly,  of  Oalway,  a 
prominent  agitator  on  the  topic:  "At  the 
present  time  we  have  to  import  such 
classes  of  agricultural  product  as  hay, 
straw,  oats  and  meat,  while  our  land 
Is  allowed  to  grow  furze  and  moss  for 
want  of  being  acquainted  wltb  the  plow. 
There  Is  also  another  very  Important 
thing  to  be  considered  in  connection 
With  this  subject  of  compulsory  tillage. 
Tho  chief  topic  for  discussion  for  Irish* 
men  at  present  Is  to  change  our  system 
of  exporting  store  cattle  and  substitute 
a  dead'  meat  trade.  Does  anyone  ever 
consider  where  we  are  going  to  get  our 
fodder  from  to  fatten  our  cattle  unless 
.we  compel  those  who  have  land  to  cul- 
tivate itr 

"If  wo  must  Import  our  fodder,  it 
would  not  pay  to  fatten  our  cattle,  and 
alt  out  talk  about  bringing  about  a 
oaanga  In  our  cattle  trade  Is  useless 
union*  «a  first  take  up  the  question  of 
compulsory  tillage  An  Irish  farmer 
with  tan  or  twenty  acres  should  be 
mad*  to  till  one  acre  out  of  four. 
Farms  of  from  twenty  to  fifty  acres 
abea^d  Mil  ana  aare  In  ftvo  and  so  on,

Total  Cargo  Taken  Out  by 
Liner  Tacoma  Maru  Valued 

•  at  Approximately  $500,000 
— Panama  Due  Tomorrow, 


Taking  out  a  cargo  valued  at  ap- 
proximately 8500,000  the  Osaka  Shosen 
Kaisba  liner  Tacoma  Maru,  Captain 
Hamada.  cleared  port  yesterday  noon 
for  the  Orient.  One  of  the  last  big 
cotton  shipments  of  the  present  season 
was  stowed  away  In  the  holds  of  the 
Tacoma  Maru.  The  cotton  shipment 
totaled  3,445  bales,  valued  at  about 
8201,000. 

Next  in  value  to  the  cotton  shipments 
were  heavy  consignments  of  agricul- 
tural machinery  manifested  to  Valdl- 
vostok.  One  shipment  of  5,000  bales 
binder  twine  was  valued  at  $70,300,  and 
another  large  item  of  th*  Immense 
cargo  was  a  shipment  of  black  pipe  for 
Yokohama  valued  at  $58,600. 
Big-    Flour    Cargo 

Flour  taken  by  the  Tacorria  Maru 
totaled  8,712  barrels,  valued  at  835,070. 
Another  shipment  was  3,000  cases  of 
salmon,  valued  ft  86,500.  Among  other 
shipments  were  3,000  eases  of  con- 
densed milk,  161  hogsheads  of  tobacco, 
valued  at  $3,000;  400  tierces  of  lard,  and 
a  big  shipment  of  mill  and  electrical 
machinery. 

Before  she  cleared  the  Outer  Docks 
the  Tacoma  Maru  took  aboard  two  tons 
of  baled  seaweed  for  Shanghai  and 
Hongkong.  The  outgoing  liner  carried 
a  rather  small  list  of  passengers  and 
only  eight  Japanese  boarded  the  vessel 
at  this  port.  The  total  cargo  amounted 
to  approximately   7,000   tons. 

Panama  Ras  Valuable  Silk 

The  latest  wireless  advices  from  the 
Onaka  Shosen  Kalsha  liner  Panar.ia 
Maru,  Captain  Kart'ao,  report  that  the 
big  Japnnexo  steamship  w'H  reach  Wil- 
liam Head  by  noon  tomorrow  and  the 
Outer  Docks  about  on  hour  later.  The 
Pacific  CoaBt  agents  of  the  company 
have  been  advised  that  she  has  a  cargo 
of  raw  silk  valued  at  $270,000  and  a 
full  car^o  of  general  freight.  She  has 
181  passengers  for  Victor!*  and  flvo 
stowaways  for  Japan. 


HERE  FOR  HIT 


Freighter  Fixed  to  Load  Rob- 
ert Dollar's  Cargo  Will  Pass 
up  Straits  on  Thursday 
Morning  From  Orient. 


Bound  from  the  Orient  to  Pugut 
Sound,  via  San  Eranclsco,  to  pick  up  the 
cargo  of  the  disabled  steamer  Robert 
Dollar,  the  British  freighter  Volumnia 
sailed  from  the  Golden  Uate  on  Monday 
ailernoon  for  Victoria.  Upon  her  ar- 
rival off  William  Head  tomorrow  morn- 
ing the  Volumnia  will  pick  up  one  of 
the  local  pilots  before  proceeding  on 
to  Powell  River,  for  which  port  she  is 
reported  to  have  some  cargo.  The 
Volumnia  arrived  at  the  Oolden  Gate 
several  days  ago  with  a  cargo  of  char- 
coal and  sulphur  from  Muroriui,  Japan, 
and  she  Is  under  orders  to  proceed  to 
Seattle  to  load  for  the  Ear  East.  When 
she  eventually  reaches  the  Pugfit 
Sound  port  the  Volumnia  will  go  to  the 
plant  of  the  Seattle  Construction  & 
Drydock.  Company,  where  the  steamship 
Robert  Dollar  Is  undergoing  repairs  and 
where  the  lumber  shipments  were  dis- 
charged. She  will  afterwards  load  the 
wheat  shipments  the  Robert  Dollar  un- 
loaded preparatory  to  going  Into  dry- 
dock.  The  cargo  was  for  the  Orient 
and  the  Volumnia  will  sail  from  Se- 
attle for  Yokohama  direct.  The  Robert 
Dollar  was  badly  damaged  by  bump- 
ing the  Columbia  Bar  when  putting  to 
sea  from  Portland,  and  was  towed  back 
to    Seattle   for   repairs. 

■Was  Surveyed  In  Japan 

Before  starting  her  voyage  across  the 
Pacific  the  Volumnia  wa.s  surveyed  at 
Shimonoseki  In  consequence  of  ground- 
ing in  the  Suez  Canal.  She  was'  not 
found  to  Le  damaged  and  proceeded  on 
her  voyage. 

The  Britiafh  steamer  Boverle,  of 
Waterhouse  &  Co.,  which  has  been  load- 
ing shipments  of  the  disabled  steamer 
Lord  Derby  at  Vancouver,  is  now 
berthed  at  Seattle  and  due  to  proceed 
to  Tacoma.  Her  outward  cargo  will 
consist  principally  of  flour,  lumber  and 
machinery  for  Japan,  Hongkong  and  the 
Philippines.  The  Lord  Derby  is  now 
in  drydock  at  Esquimau  undergoing  re- 
pairs made  necessary  following  the 
striking  of  an  uncharted  rock  in  the 
Rosarlo  Strait  As  far  as  can  be 
learned  in  local  shipping  circles  the 
Lord  Derby  will  not  be  ready  for  com- 
mission before  early  In  June.  It  Is 
probable  that  she  will  then  load  the 
cargo  which  was  discharged  from  her 
holds  at  the  Outer  Docks  and  complete 
at   Vancouver   and    Seattle.

Granada  stating  that  on  April  20  the 
legislative  Council  of  the  Island  passed 
a  resolution  in  favor  of  Joining  with 
the  other  West  Indian  colonies  in  the 
Canadian  agreement. 

Granada,  said  Mr.  Perley,  waa  one  of 
the  islands  which  had  been  given  the 
option  of  entering  into  the  agreement, 
though  it  had  sent  no  representative  to 
Ottawa  at  the  time  the  agreement  was 
made. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Carvell,  of  Carleton,  moved 
an  amendment  to  the  agreement  that 
all  steamships  receiving  a  subsidy  in 
connection  with  the  furtherance  of  trade 
between  Canada  and  the  West  Indies 
should  ply  direct  between  Canadian 
ports  and  the  West  Indies.  Mr.  Carvell 
saiii  that  he  was  heartily  in  favor  of 
the  agreement,  and  believed  it  would  be 
of  distinct  advantage  both  to  Canada 
and  the  Islands. 

Mr.  A.  K  Maclean  said  that  while  he 
did  not  desire  to  speak  in  any  spirit 
of  sectionalism,  he  hefteved  tfiat  the 
trade  of  the  Dominion  could,  be  properly 
served  from  the  port  of  Halifax.  He 
ridiculed  the  claim  of  Montreal  in  this 
respect.  Referring  to  the  deputation 
from  Montreal  which  waited  upon  the 
Government  to  ask  that  the  Summer  ter- 
minals be  established  at  that  port,  he 
said  he  doubted  if  the  deputation  sue-  . 
ceeded   in  make  half  a  case. 

Wot   at   Toneign    Porta 

Mr.  Borden  thought  that  It  was  desir- 
able that  both  Halifax  and  St  John 
should  be  terminal  porta  for  the  steam- 
ship Unea*  so  that  trade  with  the 
Maritime  Provinces  would  be  encour- 
aged. They  had  not  considered  pro- 
posals to  call  at  foreign  -  porta  &*'r 
would  they  toe  entertained.

On  the  third  reading  of  the  Highways 
bill  Mr.  Hugh  Guthrie  moved  an 
amendment  providing  for  the  dtrlalon 
of  the  vote  amongst  tbe  Provlnoea  on 
the  basis  of  population,  and  placing  the 
expenditure  of  the  money  In  tb*  hands 
of  the  Provincial  Governments.

BRANCH     LINE     CHARTERS 

OTTAWA,  April  29.— The  placing  of 
the  standard  clauses  with  respect  to  pro- 
tecting municipal  rights  in  a  C.  P.  R. 
bill  providing  for  branch  lines  brought 
on  a  stormy  session  In  the  railway  com- 
mittee. Major  Currl*  contended  that  if 
the  restrictive  clauses  were  to  be  ad- 
ded to  very  bill  they  should  be  added 
to  the  Railway  Act  He  was  opposed 
to  adding  these  clauses  to  this  particu- 
lar hill.  "The  railway*  are  finding  it 
hard  enough  to  g«t  money  now  without 
adding  further  restrictions,"  said  Major 
Currte. 

Mr.  Lapolnte,  Montreal.  said  he, 
wanted  to  make  sure  that  mercantile 
interests  were  protected.  The  chairman 
assured  him  that  they  would  be  pro- 
tected. "Tea,  but  the  company  has 
built  part  of  this  Hue  to  L'Eplphanie 
already,"   said  Mr.   Lapolnte1." 

"Why,  how  can  that  he?  They  are 
only  getting  permission  from  us  here 
and   now   to  build   It" 

"Tea,  I  know  the  situation;  they  have 
the  line  partly  built  now,"  iaslsted  Mr. 
L,apolnt*.  The  C.  P.  R  solicitors 
present  gave  no  explanation.  The  bill 
finally  went  through  with  the  restric- 
tive clauses  added.

Ward  Two  Asks  for  Second 
Constable — Saanich     Engi- 
neer Replies  to  City  Engineer- 
Regarding  Pipeline. 


At  the  Council  meeting  of  the  Soutli 
Saanich  municipality  held  last  night  at 
Royal  Ook  a  petition  from  the  ratepay- 
er* of  AVard  Two  was  read  asking  that 
a  second  constable  may  be  stationed  in 
their  district  "on  account  of  the  enor- 
mous Increase  of  crime  and  lawlessness 
in  Ward  Two  during  the  last  six 
months."  The  matter  was  r«ierrvd  to 
the  health  and  morals  committee.  A 
Procedure  l'.y-law  which  will  enable  the 
Council  to  avail  themselves  of  fcne  pow- 
ers given  under  the  new  Local  Improve- 
ment Act,  was  Introduced  and  passed 
Its  first  three  stages,  but  the  JSlectrie 
Wiring  By-law  is  laid  over  to  consider 
an  objection  by  Councillor  MeOregfaj 
•that  it  contained  no  clause  specifically 
Inetructlbg  the  wiring  inspector  to  Issue 
rules  for  wiring  to  anyone  applying  for 
such. 

The   Colcruit*   Bridge. 

In  reply  to  tlia  letter  from  the  cititf 
engineer  '  read  at  the  last  meeting  In 
regard  to  the  possible  obstruction  of 
.the  river  by  the  pipe  line  the  clerk, 
stuted  that  the  following  letter  hat'f 
iiccn  sent  hy  tha  •Saanich  engln  jar  to 
Mr.   Rust: 

"The  elevation  of  the  pipe  as  it  will 
be  when  completed  Is  from  what  I  can 
gather  from  the  old  residents  of  the  dis- 
tricts no-;  sufficient  to  allow  for  the  ex- 
treme high  water  which  at  long  inter- 
nals is  known  to  have  occurred.  In  the 
event  of  such  high  water  occurring  as 
would  be  backed  up  by  the  pipe  to  .in 
extent  which  would  c&USe  trouble  on 
the  Hats  above  the  line,  the  city  Would 
naturally  assume  all  responsibility  J'or 
damafc*  done. 

"I  beg  to  point  out  that  the  profile) 
of  the  line  as  submitted  to  the  Council 
does  not  indicate  that  the  pipe  waul  \ 
Interfere  with  the  flow  of  the  Colquitt 
River.  Also  during  thb  construction  of 
the  piers  a  certain  amount  of  waste 
material  was  thrown  Into  the  tvii  of 
the  river  and  left  there.  This  should 
be  removed  to  permit  of  free  passage 
of  the  water." 

Should   Inform   Public.

NEW  YORK,  April  29.— The  pro- 
nounced weakness  of  European  markets 
caused  by  reports  of  Austria's  belliger- 
ent attitude  toward  Montenegro  was  of 
direct  influence  on  the  home  market. 
where  prices  were  depressed  sharply  to- 
day. Many  u£  the  Important  stocks 
made  low  records  for  the  year.  Pres- 
sure was  heaviest  against  C.  P.  R-, 
which  slumped  7  points.  Steel  and  tho 
Harrlmans  receded.  The  market  con- 
tinued to  reflect  absence  of  demand  and 
susceptibility  to  pressure.  Prices  broke 
sharply  in  the  early  trading.  American 
stocks  In  London,  which  had  shown 
general  advances,  weakened  abruptly 
(before  the  opening  here,  and  some  of 
the  early  selling  In  this"  market  was  Tor 
foreign  account.  Before  mid-day  the 
list  stiffened,  but  in  the  afternoon  ac- 
tive selling  was  resumed. 

The  trading  appeared  to  be  chiefly 
In  the  nature  of  bear  pressure.  The 
Quarterly  statement  of  the  Steel  Cor- 
poration, which  came  out  shortly  after 
the  close  of  the  market,  was  less  fa,-< 
vorable  than  had  been  predicted,  show- 
ing total  earnings  of  134,642,000  com- 
pared with  forecasts  of  $36,000,000  Jo 
$38,000,000.  While  the  average  of 
prices  received  for  steel  was  higher 
than  in  December,  the  gain  derived  from 
this  source  was  offset  by  extensive 
flood  damage  and  the  increase  in  oper 
ating  expenses  resultant  on  the  advance 
in   wages   established      February   L 

The  expected  announcement  of  un  Is- 
sue of  Nsw  York  City  bonds  was  made 
today,  the  city  offering  145,000,000  at 
4  V4  per  cent.  Outstanding  issues  were 
depressed  by  the  announcement,  some 
of   them   touching   new   low   prices. 

The  bonds  sold  "when  issued,"  on  the 
curb  at  100%.  For  an  issue  of  4  Va  iu 
31>07,  the  city  obtained  an  average  of 
1U2,  and  for  the  1908  issue  an  average 
tfE  104.  On  account  of  present  condi- 
tions in  the  money  market  bankers  pre- 
dicted that  average  new  would  be  under 
101.

LONDON,  April  26.— Three  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  highly-trained  roller 
canaries  passed  In  turn  yesterday  into 
a  (iniet  upper  room  at  St  Marylebone 
Church  Institute,  Paddington  St.,  \\\, 
and  tilled  it  with  «nftly  tremulous  mel- 
ody. Pour  Judges,  one  of  them  Herr 
Prison  of  Cologne,  probably  the  great- 
est authority  on  bird  song  In  Europe, 
sat  listening  for  sixteen  hours  and  then 
declared  that  the  champion  songster 
among  the  birds  of  all  ages  was  one 
owned  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Willows  of  Wednes- 
bury,    Staffordshire. 

The  canaries  were  competing  at  the 
fifth  Internationa!  exhibition  of  the 
British  Roller  Canary  Club,  -which 
opened  yesterday  and  continues  until 
this   evening. 

A  more  fascinating  exhibition  of  Its 
kind  could  not  be  conceived,  especially 
If  the  visitor  were  allowed  in  the  quiet 
upper  room  into  which  ths  olrds  were 
brought  one  by  one  to  sing  before  men 
with  the  finest  ears  for  the  light  and 
shade  and  the  changes  which  a  roller 
canary  will  fill  his  little  throat  to  com- 
■pass.'       ■     nil  '"■■: ;.  ; '' 


Before  judges  was  spread  a  scheduls 
with  the  roller's  thirteen  possible  note3 
named  together  with  the  maximum 
marks  for  each  note;  and  also  nine 
kinds  of  fault,  and  with  the  maximum 
points  which  may  be  deducted  for  each. 
The  notes  are  the  hollow  roll,  roller, 
hollow  bell,  bass  roll,  shockol,  glucke, 
flute,  water  roll,  water  glucke,  deep 
bubbling  water  note,  bell  note,  bell  roll 
and  schwirre.  The  roller  Is  thn  rarest 
note;  no  British  bird  sings  It  and  tu> 
highly  trained  birds  have  been  brought 
from  Germany  by  Herr  PYiSch  to.  give 
a  demonstration  of  its  quality.  1|  Is  a 
v;ery  rich  note  described  an  a  hollow 
roll,  bass  roll  and  glucke  rolled  Into 
one. 

The  successful  bird  won  Its  thirty 
points  as  follows:  hollow  roll,  6;  bass 
roli,  3;  schokel,  4;  glucke,  4;  flute  notes, 
3;  water  roll,  2:  wat,tr  glucke,  3;  bell 
note,    1;    bell    roll,    2:    general    effect,    2. 

Mr.  Randall  of  "Wimbledon  had  the 
champion  young  bird,  the  latter  Winning 
tuirty  marks  with  six  notes  and  DO 
faults,  and  beating  by  one  point  a  bird 
shown    by    Mr.    Twigg    of    Bllston. 

Roller  fancier  principally  train  their 
birds  by  shutting  them  up  in  the  pres- 
ence of  master  songsters,  but  some  cm- 
ploy  a  small  organ  worked  by  running 
water,  which  plays  the  thirteen, notes 
while    the-   bird    repeats    them    in    rivalry. 

A  black  and  white  canary,  the  first 
of  its  kind  bred,  was  exhibited  at  the 
""j'  National  Oage  Bird  Show  at  the  Crys- 
tal Palace  yesterday  by  Mr.  Kiesel  of 
l'|  iiienvlllr  Koad,  London.  There  were 
2.350  entries,  Including  1,260  canaries,
